HE Great Preparations of 
Chymiftry have this laſt Age 

fo ail and extravagantly prevailed 
on the minds of ſome men, and they 
have been ſo ſtrangely enamoured what 
with the Charming Curioſities of 
it, and What with "the kind acceptas 
tion of Chymical Medicines to the 
difficult Palats of divers Patients, that 
they have wholly addifed themſelves 
to the Preparations of this Art, and 
have hog all reaſon undervalued all 
the good Preparations of Nature , 
or the Old Phyſicians, as if they 
were moſt Impure , Improper , 
+; and

and Ineffeftual in themſelves. It 
is very Natural to men in gene- 
ral, to value themſelves more than is 
_needful on the Particular Acquiſiti- 
ons of their own Induſtry,and what does 
likewiſe carry ſome Myſtery alon 
with it , that is not underſtood fo 
every body. What is commonly known, 
is as commonly deſpiſed, let it de» 
ſerve of us never ſo well, And Chy- 
miltry had a great advantage accru- 
ing to ry , meerly on the account of 
its firſt. Myſteriouſneſs; and the 
en ) a age of being an Ade 

tilt in, an Art ſo ſceminel Uſeful, 
did ſwell up Operators with a bighs 
er opinion of themſelves, than their 
Pains did really deſerve. For it pre- 
tended no leſs than to ſeparate all 
Natural Impurities from Reme- 
dies, to Refine and Purthe them 
after a new manner , ,, and to give the 
true Virtues and Properties of all 
bodies,

bodies, without any ſuperfluous mix- 
tare. of their” Uſeleſs, Diſagreeable, 
or Poilonous Malignant Parts. 
Herbs. and Plants, and the like, 
' hich ,bad been the ſubjef matter of 
Phylick from ' the beginning of the 
World till then, they ranked in the 
loweſt and meane Claſs of the Ma- 
teria Medica, if they allowed them 
any place at all; but Metals: and 
Minerals which Nature bad hid ont 
of our eye, and doubtleſs for very good 
reaſon, Tere the only things they 
thought worthy of eſſaying their Skill 
upon, and becauſe | they Would not 
yield out ſuppoſed Principles without 
Strong and durable Fires, much pains, 
care , | and attendance, they concluded 
every thing to be ſo much the better, 
as it required Art, Dexterity , ' and 
Labour to unlock and reſolve them 
into ſeveral Principles.

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It cannot be denied , but Phyſick 
has in ſome reſpetts been improved by 
the advantages of this Art, and "as 
it is made a-part of Phyſick, and 
is uſed by Sober Phyſicians, the 
World: is really the. better for it ;* but 
as it is ſeparately managed, and 
Chymical Medicines do become Ex-. 
cluſive of all others, it carries grea- 
ter danger»and miſchief with it, than 
every body can imagine. 


Phyſick-it {of is a moſt Noble, 
| and moſt Uletul Art, and even m 
Barbarous Countries, where for ſome,, 
time they were deſtitute of Phyſici- 
ans, they never ſubſiſted without Phy - 
ſick: They had learned of the Agyp- 
tians to expoſe ſick people openly to the 
view of all paſſengers, and to deplore 
the adviſe of any body that would-beſtow 
it; they ſerved themſelves of a fortus 
| itous, 
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tons, raſual, and Frapirical 4 of 
Curing, where they were not ſo Ha [7 
4s "to _ perſons make it their onty 

* "neſs, om the diftates of an <a 
ved Do to guide their Remedies 

ſafely through the dangerous adventures 

of uncertain, ' and meer Experiments. 

The Romans, who had 4 long time 

minded nothing but Wars, and there- 

ore had not that value for Learning, 
and Learned Arts, which they really de- 
ſerved, ' and who had been deſtitute of 

Phyſicians for many hundred years, be- 

cauſe the Phyſicians of Greece were 

ſaid to have: ſworn among themſel ves (a 


moſt uncharitable ſuppoſition !) that they p1;a,2g. 
would deſtroy all the Barbarians by Poi- « 1. - 


ſonous Phylick, (and every body was to 
them a Barbarian) that was not a Gre- 
cian; theſe Romans nevertheleſs did 
at laſt acknowledge ſuch neceſſity of this 
Art, that Julius Ceſar, as Suetoni- 
us relates it, offered the Freedom of 
a 3 the 


» Plin, 
hid, 
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the City of -Reme, (Civitate dona- 
re) , to all Phyſicians who would come 
aud, live among them, and they received 
other ſuch great Encouravements, be- 
fedes that Denization (which was no 
ſmall Priviledge , all over the World) 
that the Nobleſt Romans did ſoon 


breed up their Soris to it. - 1t would be 
tedious to reckon up the Kings, Princes, 


Heroes, Great Men, and Philolo- 
phers, who have either Praftiſed, or 
at leaſt very much applied their minds to 
this Profeſſion. Mithridates I ſhall 
ſpeak to elſewhere ; Diſpenſatories 
do ſtill retam ſome Compolitions 
from Sabor King of the Medes, 
and Meſue Records more; * Evax

than of any other Employment ; and in 
order to convince his Prince of this truth, 
be budled up bis head, and pretended a vio» 
lent T ooth-ach ; but appearing abroad 
notwithſtanding, every man that he met 
with, who enquired to his ailment, very 
readily _ him to ſome Remedy or 

other. e entred their Names into 
his Note-book, and in two or three days 
time, demonſtrated to his Prince (who be» 
fore thought the Qpinion a Paradox) 
what a number of Practitioners in Phy- 
fick, if not Phyſicians, he had already 
met with. 


A Learned and Real Phyſician s - 
a Real Happinels to the place he lives 
in, and all Ignorant, Superficial, and 
Pragmatical inter-medlers in Phyſick, 
Tho have but little inſpeion into the 
Principles of this Art, are as much the 
Bane 
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Bane and Peſt of mens Mealths, and ds 
a8 much hurt to the Publick, as thoſe 
others do certain good, And whatever 
the Curioſity of men may flatter them, 
it is @ greater truth than they are aware, 
that it is infinitely better for themſelves, 
and others, that they nnderſtood nothing 
at all of Phyſick, than only a little ; for 
the firſt qualification ſecures them from * 
committing errors, and miſchiefs of this 
kind, the other only furniſhes them with 
an unreaſonable Boldneſs, that is 
always liable to dangerous hazards. 


Iknow that in favour'of Empirical 
undertakings,the great Charge of Good 
Adviſe is commonly objeed, But as 
far as my Knowledge of others has gone, I 
have generally found it to be a groundleſs 
Miſtake ; for in this Famous City, 
where the Encouragement of Phyficis 
ans is very remarkable , and deſervediy 
too, Eminent and Excellent Prattis 
| cers 
- 
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ters do not love to grate on the neceſſities 
of indigent people, but are as free to do 
good, according to mens own terms 
* and capacities, 4s their heart can rea- 
: ſonably wiſh. Thiy are not the beſt Pro- 
feſſors, but the worſt\Pretenders, who 
= and gaul men without any Mer- . 
cy; thoſe in this City who have triedit, 
do ſufficiently know, that there is as free 
and welcome acceſs to Eminent Phyfici- 


ans at certain times, by ordinary people, 
for their Modicum, or even for no- 


thing, 4s by the better ſort for a Re- 
ar proportionable to the juſt Merit 
of the-Faculty. And in ſome other 
Countries, where the Common Feey 
are cheaper than bere, I have heard 
there 1s a moſt Rigid Payment required 
and made, ' and thoſe who often eſcape 
here with the Eafie Payment of Good 
Words only, would take it very unkindly, 
to bave their Friend or Relations body 
detained by Authority above ground, un- 
tit 
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til' their Phyſician 5 ſatisfied for” bis 
Pains, as 1 have heard is not very ſeldom 
done, in a Gountry not far from us. It is 
not in Phyfick only, but in all other Pro- 
feſſions that our Nation. does ſhew its 
Native, and Inſeparable Generolity; 
a Peaſant here ſhall Eat and Drink 
mach better than many a Gentleman 
abroad; and where Money does Natu- 
rally Circulace with a free and liberal 
hand, upon all imagmable occafions, it 
weuldbe very incongruous, that a leſs va- 
' lue ſhould bepat upon mens Healths,than 
pon every thing elſe befades. 

The ſubjett of this diſcourſe is handled 
with ſo lit Obſcurity, that there # the 
leſs need of aClavis toillyſtrate it, or of 
Ceremony to introduce you t0 it. I wiſh 
-4t may but prove as Uletul as I deſign it. 
And the variety may. afford ſome Niver-

mies. But this angry Invader of the G- 
tenick. Art, did ſoon ſtrengthen, himſelf 
by a grgat many Followers, who all con- 
ſpired together to carry Fire and Deſfru- 
&ion whitherſoever they went. Chym:- 
ſtry muſt be all with them, or nothing. 
And all the contemptible ſcandals, and 
marks of Ignominy, that Malice could 
invent, were very liberally beſtowed on 
all that favoured Learning, or aſſerted 
the Ancient Principles of Phyſik. 

So that there was no Parley between 
the two Parties, in order to a Peaceable 


and right underſtanding ; the Chymiſts, 


if it had been poſſible, would have 
ſacred, and utterly cut off all the Galenick 
Profeſſors, and the Galeniſts with the ut- 
moſt indignation of injur'd Perſons, de- 
cried and condemned all Chymica/ preten- 
ces ; and many AQts of Hoſtility and open 
War, were for a long time carried on be- 
tween them. :Inſomuch, that there was 
no hopes of an Accommodation, no figns 
of Moderation, or Peace, till both Par- 
ties had ſufficiently worried one another, 
till their Weapons were blunted with 
frequens Skirmiſhes, and both grew wea- 
ry of their unreaſonable: Contentions. :

Laboratories, procured Veſſels of all forts, . 

and were as bulic at Chymical preparations, 

as the firſt Operators themſelves. In the 

mean time. the paſſionate Aſlertors of 

Chymiſtry took Books into their hands a- 

gain, read, and leafurely conſidered, and 

at laſt found, thoſe 1 mean that grew 

Sober, that a Judiciows Adminiſtration of 

Medicines, would do the beit no harm at 

all, that there was as much dexterity and 

Art, in the right uſe of Chymical Reme- . 

dies, as ih the very Preparations they ifs 

much delighted in. And thus by degrees 

the Phyſicians grew Chymiſts, and the 

Chymiſt became Phjſicians., 
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Great —_ ings arc naturally imper- 
fet, and attended with Faults; and 
though the firſt undertakers are impati- 
ent of ContradiQtion, yer generally their 
Succeflors make Additions that were not 
at. firſt thought of. We all know, that 
the firſt Projeors of any thing do ſeldom 
thrive, or perfettly attain their end, but 
the ſecond Underrakers do often grow 
rich upon it, and avoid thoſe manifold 
Inconveniencies that were not foreſeen 
by the firſt. 

Chymiſtry is now one meceſſary part of 
Phyſick, and a man can no more pretend 
to be a Phyſician without a competent 
knowledg 1n it, than a Mechanick work 
without his Tools. If it be not eleva- 
ted beyond all degrees of Modeſty, and 
arrogantly buoyed: up above Sexſe' and 
Reaſon, it will be found excellent in ſome 
no mean reſpe&ts, and: add both Plea- 
fantneſs and Effi:acy to ſome Medicines, 
that were more loathſom to the Palate, 
and more ineffeQual in their Operation 
before. Out Modern Phyſicians are now 
the only Chymiſts in reality, and all other 

og ere ignorant Retainrs to 
that Arr, will prove Impoſtors and P/cu-

And indeed Chymiſftry is fo bewitch- 
ing an Art, and fo ſuits with the natu- 
ral Fondneſs of Mankind, who are too 
apt to admire themſelves, and the Works 
of their own Hards, that ſometimes [x- 
genuous, and otherwiſe underſtanding 
men, run farther in it than they ought, 
and their Reaſox is often*blinded, with 
giving too much way to their AfetFions. 
The Subje& therefore that I have un- 
dertaken,* 1s- ſo Noble, and realty uſeful, 
that I wiſh with all my Heart, fome a- 
bler Pen would have done it better. I 
have rather but hinted at what might 
have well performed, ' than full 
decade the SubjeAs of this- Diſcourſe.

Arcana's, and commanded the World to 
follow him, as an unerring Leader. No

other Phyſicians of the Town, many 
Died of the Diſeaſe; but thoſe who were 
Cured had no after-reckonings to make, 
but lived many of them to a good Old 
Age. The Story more than one have 


Antidat. taken notice of, and if True, he had rea- 


Ha ſon enough never to ſtay above a Tear in 


a place. And beſides, if the Operation of 
his Medicines was no betrer than ſo, he 
was a very _—_— perſon to make a 
Man Immortal, as he ſometimes vainly 
boaſted. Whatever he could do to others, 
as being Monarch of Phyſick, and all Arts 
beſides, in his own ſtile and fancy, yet he 
could not protratt his own Life above 
the 47, or 45:h. year, His conſtant In- 
temperance in Wine had fo Inflamed his 
Archeas, that neither his Lasdanww ( of 
which he talk'd ſo many-wonders) nor 
any orlttr of his Refined Arcanum?s could 
make his G/afs run longer. We are all 
born under the ſame Laws of Mortality, 
and whatever ſome Vain men may mow 


 andthen pretend , in order to the recom- 


mending <ither themſelves or their M-- 
dicines to the World, yet we are, and 
always {hall be ſubjeCt to the ſame cerrain 
Fate 


Fate , and Donne of Life. Some 

* menmay Natorally have a larger Gliſs to 
run, and forme may take good care that 
their Glaſ+ dont break too ſoon , and fo 
their intended Courſe of Nature may not 
be intercepted in the middle ; but every 
one has an alerted time in his Natural 
Principles, beyond which time he camnot 
o, but "before which time he may, by 
ccidents, or occaſional Diſeaſes. And 
therefore Phyſick is of exceeding good 


uſe*, to the preventing of Untimel 


Deaths , which would often otherwife . 


mapper, if God in his Great Pity'to our 
rmities had not appointed , and or- 
dained Phyſicians. They are great Al 
{iſtants to Nature, to help her forward, 
when ſhe is unable, and to Comfort her 
when ſhe is Weak ,/ but they cannot 
long -Strengthen Infirm , and Unſound 
Principles; Hereditary Diſpoſitions , and 
the Impreſs of Nature will at 
laſt prevail. -In ſhort, an Origina! 
{5 Conſtitution may with Phyſical 
Care, and the concurrence of other Cir- 
cumfſtances, live ro an Extream Old Ave ; 
but where Nature is not kind at firſt, 
where the Foundation is but Weakly 
Built, the Structure muſt in due time 
Neceſlarily fall. 

C 4 To 
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To Conclude of | Paracelſus, he was a 
man of very great Natural Parts, as ge- 
nerally the moſt Notorious Debauches in 
all Ages have: been eſteemed. And-it 
he could but have contain'd himſelf with- 
in limits, and not ſo Pragmatically. Cen- 
ſured, and Proudly Deſpiſed all the reft 
of the World, he would doubtleſs have 
done Chymiftry much greater ſervice 
than he did. 

Since him roſe up, as another Terror to 
all Antient Learning, and with as foul a 
mouth as t'other, Van Helmont, And 
this man had an excellent faculty at find: 
ing Faults, Oppoſition, and Pulling down 
all that had been Built before ; but was 
not ſo good as Paracelſus at Building up 
New Notions, or at laying out PraQti- 
cal Platforms. Ir ſeems this Gentleman

'And fo gave way. to his 
Stoical T r, that ing in the 
World could pleaſe him, and he would 
needs Ridicule all Asthors whatſoever, 
who had -bore any ſway in Phyſick. In 
order-to refute, and baffle them, : he ſays, 
he read the Medical Inſtitutions 'of Fuch- 
ſis, and Ferxelivs , Galen twice over, 
Hippocrates once , all Avicenna ,: divers 
Arabians , and Greeks, and hundreds of 
Moders Authors. 'But they'all prove 


very unſavoury to-his delicious,” or 'ra- * 


ther depraved Palate : He Concluded 
after all, that there. was no Real: Know- 
ledge but by Infpiration, and' Enthuſisſmr, 
and fancied he had no leſs than Raphae/ 
to Inſpire him. A 

Indeed he writ like a man of more 
than ordinary Brains, but his" Head was 
Heated to0 much, with his Over-Reading, 
infomuch that he ſhewed himſelf a True 
Moroſe Stoick, and the worſt fort too, 
the Cynick, all along his Works. 

But kbraies all his Bitter, and, 


I think, Malicious InveCtives againſt. 


Galen, and all his Followers , he will 
never perſwade Sober men out of their 


Senſe —

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Senſe and Reaſon, though he. may-per- 
haps tickle and/ ©. Caprichios of. 
Idle, Flalby:, or-\[l-natar'd men, who 
would he: glad to be freed from the- La- 
bour of Examining the prolix Works of 
our Famous Galen, and would fain._ be- 
came Phyſicians without Pains, Study 
and Head ach, or ſuch whoſe. nature can 
incline them to rejoyce to ſee a Grave 
ICS pluck'd by the Beard, and a 
Fools- forc'd on the back of a Seri- 
ous and Judicious man.” .. 

It is very remarkable , what Helmont 
fays in his Works, after all his Contem- 
plations, and Cenſures, he even de 
the Foundation of his own New Ideas. 
He finally Concludes, that though Para- 
celſws his Arcana could Cure Diſeaſes, 
yet "that they did not. coaduce to the 
Prolongation of Life. He found, that 
Mineral Medicines, though wrought to ne- 
ver ſo great a Perfettion, yet were Hetero- 
geneous or diſagreeable to the Nature of the 
Aliment of our firſt conſtituent Principles ; 
becauſe they ſtill retain the nature of thoſe 
Boates they were prepared from : T hat they 
never can be made to part with their Mine- 
ral Temperature, and in that reſpett are con- 
trary to the tenor of Long Life. Nay far- 
ther, that the very Philoſophers Stone, (the 

Panacea 
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Penaces for all Diſeaſes, fo much talk'd 
of ) or have riley: ge Our Fs 
by reaſon of its (primitive 
ſtance, - the abſolute impoſſibility of its 
—_— Digeſtion , or Deſtrudtion ; 
T and more, Helmont, in the place 
aforetaid, 

then we could cafily have expeQted from 
a man thar was no ſmall admirer of Chy- 
mical Mineral Preparations, in other places 


of his Works. The Heat of Youth indeed * 


is apt to precipitate a man upon. nothing 
but Mineral” Preparations, but it is a rare 
thing to find an Old man, who is not 
cautious and timorous in their uſe. 

Sir Theodore Mayern, and Quercetan 
were another-gueſs ſort of Chymiſfts, than 
Pa acelſus, or Van Helmont. They were 
Dowmatical or Rational, as well as Chymi- 
cal; they did not account Galen a Fool 
- or Madman; and though their firſt zea 

tranſported them farther, in defence of 
- this 4, than was abſolutely neceſſary, 
yer they would not deſpiſe Reaſon, 
though it came from the Mouth of a 
Galeniſt. 

Myyern is ſtill flouriſhing in our own 
Memory, and his Eminency was ſuffici- 
ently - proved by an Argument that will 
eaſily perſwade, I mean, by the greateſt 
Eſtate 


And it is a greater Truth, - 


. 
= 
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Ef ute that. per aps ever, was got:by Phy- 
ick; {0 that both Chymftry, and the Fa-, 
culty'of Phyſick, may be Proud of ſo Arch 
a Patron. - His Treatiſe on the Gozr, 
which he writ in his Natural French 
Tongue, is one of the beſt Attempts that 
has been yet made to: the Knowledge, or 
Cure of that Diſeaſe ; and,his Apology of 
Chymiſtry, and himſelf together, againſt 
the Prejudices of the Doctors of Paris; 
and laſtly his F:vour with the Great Hen- 
ry the 4th. of France, and his Royal re- 
ception here, do all ſpeak loudly his 
Great Name. N 

But I would crave leave to Admire him 
for a Remarkable paſſage in his forefaid 

ology, which did not ſpeak a Fooliſh 

ot- headed Chymiſt, but a Serious, and 
moſt Excellent Phyſician, - I ſhall give it 
you, and heartily recommend it, 10 his 
own words : Soleo ego in Magnis & Chro- 
nicis Morbis , qui nobis deliberandi horas 
rw arg non in areni ſumere vel dare 
Conſilium, ſed ſinguls meis Ephemeridibus 
confignare Symptomata, circa que mutos meos 
conſulo Dottores , ut omnibus ad calculum 
ailigenter revocatis, firmam mihi comparen 
Aﬀettus Ideam ; ex his meas Indicationes 
ſumo", quibus attente perquiſitis , Nocente 
cognito juvanty cognitionem adipiſcor.

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man of Parts that does betimes take 
- ſuch an eſfetual courſe as this, cannot 
chooſe bur ne in Phyſick; and I do 
not find by his Conſfilia, writ moſt in the 
French Tongue, and fince Tranſlated into 
'Latin, that he was any ways a S/ave to 
Chymiſtry, but rather its Maſter and Comp- 
troler. 

£uercetan was one of the greateſt, and 
moſt Rational Champions of Chymiſtry. 
He much delighted in it, even from his 
Youth, inſomuch that when the was but 
a Young man, 'he writ a {mart Book for 
his Age, De ſpagyricorum Medicamentorum 
preparationibas, and afterwards when the 
Ficulty of Paris fell out. grievouſly with 
him, abour his uſe of NN Medicines, 
that very of them had then much 
acquainted themſelves with, he writ an 
Excellent Learned Treatiſe, called, 
Hermetice Medicine Defenſio , \hewing 
great Miſtakes concerning him. His 
Pharmacopea is a Work that ſhew'd him 
very well verſed in Remedies , both Old 
and New, and that he had Diſcretion 
joyned with his AﬀeCtion to Chymiſtry. 


And it ſuch an Ariift as he was _- 


little too much indulge to the over-ni 
Preparation of things, whoſe nature did 
not at all require it,we ought in reaſon to 
paſs 
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paſs over it fay , andas well to re- 
member the good hints he has given us, 


as/ to look with Microſcopes on what he 
has done too much. -4

Chymiſtry Defined, Some of its Prepara- 
ins Vſeleſs ; ſome Uſeful, and others 
Dangerow. Every man to judge as he 
finds 1 Beſt: The moſt Beloved Notions 
to ſubmit to Matter of Fatt. Diſeaſes 
to be Cured with Remedies, not with 
Eloquence, Fernelius 4 good Latiniſt, 
but not the moſk Fortunate Prattifer. 
A Learned Phylician 4t Padua, but + 
very ſorry Prattiſer, and why; Philoſo- 
phy good for « Student , not to be 
dwelt upon, in the time of Prattice, 


Hymiſtry, as it relatesto Phyfick, ma 
properly be called an 4rr , he 
teaches us how to Separate the Principles 
and Virtues of mix'd Bodies, And ac- 
cording as it Separates the Virtues of 
things, either away into the Air, or into 
Proper ot Perniciows Medicines , becomes 
Uſeleſs, ot Safe, ot of Dangerous conle- 
quence. If we ſhould make &n —_ 
© 
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manner of purpoſe, and make a Prepara- 
tion that is good for Nothing. If we 
draw out the Yirizes of ſome Bodies, 
whether Miners! , Animal or Vegetable, 
ina ſuitable Men/traxm, and by time and 
geatle degrees of Heat make an efficaci- 
ous 7 intture, we aſhſt- Nazure with our 
pains-, and furniſh our ſelves with an 
Uefal Remedy. Laſtly, if by violent force 
Fire, and repeated Red#ifications and 
Cohobations we render things Corroſive to 
_ the higheſt , and that which was 
Naturally Mild and Good we make de- 
ftruQtive of the Principles of Life , our 
Remedy proves a Dagger, and the Expe- 

riment Fata 
So that certainly it is the True Intereſt 
of Phyſick, to have as right a notion as 
may be, of either the Goodneſs, the Va- 
nity, or the Injuriouſneſs of Chymical Pre- 
parations.We ought neither to be Slovene, 
nor over-nice, And becauſe people are 
generally apt to run into one Extream, 
and ſome eſpecially have Magnified the 
meer Curioſities of Preparation, fo as to 
dazle the Eyes of moſt, that they cannor 
ſee the difference between Truths and 
Counterteits, berween Realities and Pre- 
rentions, 
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tentions, 1 ſhall make it the deſign of 
the following Difcourle. to unvail ſome 
things that have been held Sacred, be- 
cauſe Myſterious, and in -every thing to 
deliver-my ſelf with as much Indifference, 
and as little Prejudice as poſſible. 

And I am ſo far from offering to 
DiQtate wn Leng ar Im- 
poling my own Thoughts, as a certain 
Rule in theſe matters, that I would ra- 
rather beſeech my Reader not be of my 
mind, if he Finds better Reaſon, or 
more ſufficient/Evidence tothe contrary. 
Our main Ezd, that all our Endeavours 
ought to aim at, muſt be the *'Health and 
welfare of our Country, and whatever 
Notions are contrary to that End, how- 
ever Plauſibly they may be dreſt up, how 
Learnedly {oever repreſented, we ought 
to avoid them as ſo many Rocks, though 
the Sweeteſt Syrens ſing, and allure us to 
them. And if men had more ſerioul} 
adverted to this main Ez4. of Phifck, 
they would not have been ſo zealous in 
the Juſtification of their little home-bred 
Hypotheſes, they would not have called 
Heaven 'and Earth together to their 
aſſiſtance, and ſo impatiently have born 
any Civil Contradiction to their own 
Opinions and Miſtakes. They would ra- 
ther 
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ther have delighted to be led into the 
Right way, t to Wander till on, 
though an [znorant Clown ſhould ſhew it. 
But it is the unhappy temper of Mankind 
ig general, (though forme Countries, as 
well as perſons, dopartake of that Tem- 


per. more generally than others) that 


they are moſt axreaſonably averſe to the 
acknowledgment of an- Error; and they 
eſteem it more Honourable and Gloriows, 
obſtinately to perfiſ in an Error they have 
once Eſpoufed, than to draw back their 
Foot into the Right, and hazard the Þ- 
putation Of Levity. We often paſs the 
Complement , FHumanum ef} Errare, to 
others, but would by no means have it 
thought, we our ſelves can fall under a 
Miſtake. 

It is not Ornament, or Eloquence that 
can Cure Diſeaſes ; Morbi nou Eloquentii, 
ſed Remediis curantur , laid the Latine 
Hippocrates, Celſus. Good Practical Ob- 
ſervations of Matter of Fatt, and not 
fine-ſpun, curious Problems ; riot the 
Trinkets of Rhetorick, but the Applicati- 
' on of Remedies in a Proper Method , ac- 
cording as the ſubjeCt requires, are the 
things that conſtitute a Phyſician. And I 
am mach of the ſame Cel/#s's mind, Zuod 
fquis Elinguis ufit —_ remedia bene no- 
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rit, huxc aliquantd majorem Medicum futu. 
rum, quan fi fine uſu lingvuam ſuam exco- 
luerit, Fernelius writ Incomparable La- 
twe, and his Inſtitutions will for that rea- 
ſon, as well as the Intrinſick worth, be 


" always the Admiratioa of Young Stu- 


dents in Phyſet. And yer I have heard ix 
ſaid, and not lightly neither, that he was 
no very Fortunate Prattiſcr, that he made 
but few Eminent Cures, though he was 
the Glory and Ornament of the Schools. 
And indeed his Method of Curing Feavers, 
and other Diſcaſes, is wholly Patholog ical, 
and ſeems to inſinuate as it the Cararive 
part of Phyſick, by the Application of Re- 


 wedies, would een drop into a mans 


mouth, whether. he would or no, it he 


| has but well conſider'd the Merhod. of 


Talking Scholaſtically about Feavers , and 
other Diſeaſes. 

And this brings into my mind a very 
ſtrange, but poſſibly true Story, I have 
read fomewhere in our Primroſe , who 
ſpeaks of a moſt Eminent Phyſirzan, and 
Prof«ſſor at Padna, that was followed by 
more Scholars (the greateſt ſign of Re- 
putation there) than any other Profeſſor 
in the Univerſity, He taught © Carhe- 
ar.i with the greateſt Applauſe, and ac- 
cording tothe moſt Learned Rules of Art-:

ſions on our Badies and -Tempers, and 
conſequently all Epid: mical Feavers will 
be attended with New, or Unuſual Symp- 
toms; and, as thoſe Symptoms do difter 
fram one another, the Indications of Cure 
muſt be variouſly derived. And cor 
D 2 cerning 
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cerning the riſe of Diſeaſes from the 
Conſtitutions of the year, the Famous Car- 
dan has writ an Excellent Treatiſe, cal- 
led, De Providentia ex Anni Conftitutiont. 
Nor has Hippocrates been filent in this 
matter. | 
Notwithſtanding what has been {aid, 
it 15 not to be imagined that Learning is 
any Prejudice to PraCtice, but rather the 
beſt Foundation to, build ſucceſs upon. 
Without this ſolid Foundation, a man 
can be no more capable of attaining the 
Art of Phyſick,than he can Travel without 
Eyes Or L 'oS. He muſt begin with Phi- 
loſophy , and School-Inftruttions, as the 
firſt ſteps he is to make ; but if his Head 
is always fix*d upon Rudiments , and his 
narrow, or laſcivious mind can never 
Advance beyond them, he is like to make 
but a ſorry Progrels in Phyſick. Ubi deſinit 
Phyſicus, bi incipit Medicus. Where the 
Philoſopher Ends, there the Phyſician 
does Begin, A Phyſician without Philo- 
ſophy will ever bea raw , and Fortuitous 
PraQtitioner; and he that in Practice 
does not End with his former Philoſo- 
phizing vein, and apply his mind to dili- 
gent Obſervations from Experience and 
Prattice, will often find himſelf over- 
come in matter of Cure, even by _ 
an 
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and Women, who never underſtood Phi- 
loſophy. He that intends for Sea, does 
well to Speculate the Principles of Navi- 
gation firſt ; but if after he has been ſome 
Voyages, andis appointed P;/oz of a Ship, 
inſtead of minding his Duty, he ſhall ra- 
ther enter into a. deep Study concerning 
the Cauſes of the Tidg, and thereby ne- 
gle& Steering the Ship as he ſhould do, 
every dirty T arpaulin can eaſily decide the 
Controverſy, what was beſt to be done 
by him, and what will be the Ever of 
his Studions Folly,

enough to contain them ; they would be 
thought the mol} Charitable, and Kindeſt 
men alive ; and at laſt after abundance 
of Ceremony, it appears before us, with 
ſome ratling, new-coin'd Name. If any 
thing in nature be Dearer than ordinaty, 
or accounted of greater value , becauſe 
| wr from far, be ſure that muſt be 

wn ift to conftitaute, or illuſtrate the 
Tithe. Aurim vite, five Herenles Bovii, 
Mercurins vita, Aurim Aroventum, & = 
Bezoar Potabile, Unicorn Minerate, Uni- 
cornu Solave, Bezoarticum Joviale, Aquila 
Imperialis,&c. are ſome of their 1//uſtrious 
Titles. But this I have often obſerv'd, 
that the more Precious and Thundring a 
Name is beſtowed on the Preparation, 
commonly the more Dangerous and 
Dreadful it is in reality.

- A mary would think that Aurum Pota- 
bitz, no-lefs than a Golden Draught, ſhould 
be a fair invitation, and a ſufficient re- 
\ D 4 com- 
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commendation to Patients, to Taſte a 
little of its Goodneſs. Andif you fhould 
read concerning it, Arnoldus dewilli nowi, 
Raymund Lully, Iſaacuws Hollands , or 
Bombaſtical Paracelſus, you would find, 

that they did not aſcribe more Virtues to 
all their Emeticks, Catharticks, Diapho- 
reticks, Diureticks, Anodynes, Stypticks, 
Alexipharmicks, &c. than they did to this 
ſingle, but Rich Draught of Aurum Po- 
tabile, So that if any thing in nature 
(the TirFure only excepted) could have 
, obtained the Reputation of a Panacea, 
| this muſt jn all likelihood have- been the 
very thing. For Gold muſt have pro- 
curd it, let it be what it will ; that which 
will open all Locks, that which will 
abate the Rigorous Principles of moſt 
Philoſophers, and that which will open an 
entrance into the ſecreteſt Arcana, whe- 
ther of Chyxiſts, or others, may be very 
well allowed todo as many and as great 
things, as the beſt that can be named. 
This fame Gold is the Exd, and Crown of 
Bleſſings, that our Fiery Philoſophers do 
Labour, and Sweat for ; this is the Cor- 
aial they fo earneſtly contend for, to Com- 
fort their drooping Spirits, after ſo'many 
ſeveral diſappointments 1n their broken 
Yeſle!s, and fruitleſs repetitions of their 
| Ex. 
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Proteus, Mercury. 

And yet after all their Calcinations, So- 
lutions, Extrattions, Digeſtions, and 1 
know not how many different 7ra»/mu- 
tations of the Glorious Meta/; what do 
they attain at laſt in this their Awww Po- 
zabile, but a meer Solution of Gold, by 
Corroſive Spirits ( whether they do pre- 
ſerve their Corroſion entire ,,or it be a 
little abated by ſome Alkali Spirits , or 
Salts, it is no great matter which ) but 
the Gold is never the better for Phyſical 
Uſe, by this Artificial —_—_— nor the 
Spirits the more Innocent, for being Im- 
pregnated with that Noble Mezal. 

I cannot eaſily conceive, what ſhould 
cauſe them thus to torture their Inven- 
tion upon this Reya/ Metal, unlcls baſely 
to impoſe on the Vulgar, and adapt their 
Endeavours to the humours and preju- 
dices of the Common people. For if an 
Ignorant poor man finds himſelf much 
out of order, what can he —_— will 
more Comfort his poor Heart, than what 
he ſo much wants, and works for,Gold ?

New it is ealy to perſwade 
molt men, that Geld is a ſufficient Cor- 
dial , but they are not all Competent 
JWudges, whether ut receives any further 
advantage fram this Oftentation of Cur;- 
oa Preparation , or whether it be not 
made worte', that is, more dang 
than w was before. It is. but fwimmi 
againitthe fexeam, rotell them, Gold, any 
ways Peeadred is nat fo much a Cardiad, 
as it was w rheir Pockets. And the Aps- 
theeartes knoyw very well, what great fo 
risfactian they give in Gu/d/-g their Palle, 
Bakr, and Eleinaries , that is is no in-

Ferzelus thinks fit to commend 
it, as Wholly free from Meralick Impuri- 
ties, and that conlideration was doubt- 
lels no {mall one, to othess who thiak no 
Rem gaod for any thing , that 1s not 
Ax tificiatly Refined from fuppoſed Natural 

puritics. And yet as Pure as it 15, Pa- 
racelſas thought it wanted abundance 
of Pregaratiag, before he would believe 
it fig $0 Cure, as he pretended with 
&, both, Gour and Leproſy. But of 
his way of T before. Braſſa- 


volus, | 
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volus, Bactins, Fallopius , Eraftuws , Ron- 
deletivs, and divers other Eminent men 
were quite of another opinion ,; and 
——_ it better for Coin, than Phyſical 
uſe. 

And yet upon ſerious Conſideration, if 
there be any way at all of uſing Gold Phy- 
ſeally, this plain, innocent, and eaſy way 
of Boiling it, ſeems in my co 10n to 
be the very be/#, and I am ſurg, the /afeft, 
and that which I would therefore ſooner 
recommend and put to the Trial, than 
the moſt (vain) Glorious Potable Prepa- 
ration of it, by” Paracelſus, Quercetan, 
Crollins, Libavins, Antony, or others. For 
all the Metalls are Innocent enough of 
themſelves, and in Infufion and Subſt ance, 
ſome of them have very Extraordinar 
Effects. But if we once come to unloc 
their Bodies, and by Corroſive Diſſolvents 
to Change their Nature, the caſe then 
ſtrangely alters, and inſtead of Mild, 
Gentle, and Innocent Medicines, we ſhall 
obtain the moſt Violext, and Dreadful, 
that Art can furniſh us with. The Pre- 


| parations of Antinzony and Mercury will, 
| in a few NR: to Vomit Þor 
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Purge a man into Nis Grave, if there be 
- } Nat tender care taken with them ; where- 
| as you may Boil, or Infuſe in Water, a 
| . Pound 
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Pound of them at a time, as they are in ' 
their Natural Principles, and you ſhall 


perceive but little more ſenſible Difte- 
rence, than from a Draught of fair water. 
Notwithſtanding the latter is certainly 
a No Excellent Remedy in the Worms, 
and the firſt ſome do magnify for Sweer- 
zing the Blood, and other good effeQs, 
but I could never obſerve any great 
matters from it. The plain Inf«ſioz of 
lron _— likewiſe here be mentioned; 
bur of that more hereafter. 

Andreas Libavius in a large account 
about the Aurum and Argentum Potabile, 
tells us a notable Story of 
knew , who was ſo vainly tranſported 
with a Preparation (of Gold, it is to be 
m—__ or a Red Precipitate , which 

e called the Red Dragon, that with one 
Grain of it he would undertake to work 
Miracles, and Cure any Diſcaſe in Na- 
ture, But the World ſoon loſt his Won- 
der-working Secret ; for within ſix Months 
at leaſt, ( Semeſtre was the time) this 
notable Chymiſt hapned to Die of an A4po- 
plexy, which the Dragos could not Con- 

uer ; and ſome of his Wiſe Admirers 

ell into ſuch a Rage upon it, that they 
Blaſy hemouſly taxed the Goodneſs of God to 
Mankind, in taking away ſuch Precioms 
d Artiſts, 
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Artiſts, before they thought fit ; and yet 
perhaps it might bean 4c of the Ge 
Goodneſs to us, to prevent ſuch Deſperate 
men from doing further miſchief ; nay, 
from downright Murdering and Deſtroy- 
ing. Thoſe they Kz4, can't ſpeak or ac- 
cule their Chy-1:;f, and they themſelves 
are ſo far from acknowledging, or being 
ſenſible of the greateſt Error, that they”! 
put on a Fae of Braſs to defend their 
Miſcarriages. | 
After all, this'great Chymiff, Libavius, 
a main aflerter and defender of che 7ranſ- 
mitatio# of Metals, does not forbear to 
own, thar a great miny Cheating Raſ: 
cals made pretenices to the Aurum Porabile, 
as _ as thoſt Cy miſs before-named. 
And if once Miratles come to be wrought 
by the meer virtii®&of Preparation,” whe- 
ther from Au, Arfentum, Antimony, 
or Mroury,-&c. without any. Thanks'to 
Metlbdicdl Application, Phyſicians do 
certainly ſpend" their thoughts to. fine 
purpoſe, ahd a Blockhead that blows the 
Fire, and' learns how to Drels a great 
Remedy, may in time fairly come to 
ſuccced his Mafter Operator, and ſet up 
for a' mighty Curer without any more 
to do,

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But before I leave this Preeives Sab- 
ject, it may not be amiſs to [pe onE 
word of Aurum Fulminaens , a ! 1000p ate 
of Gold from a Solution mi Ame Reg ite. 


This Powder is of that prodigiows force, 


that a Grain or two of it, the leatt quanti- 
ty of a thing imaginable, being ſet to heat 
12 a Spoon near the Fire, will give a 
Bounce like unto a Maſquer, and this in 
the open Air too without the advantage 
of any reſiſtance ; and Crol{zs affirms, that 
a Scruple of this Powder will equalize 
the noiſe and force of half a pound of 
Unnporaer, 

There is another Powder mentioned in 
Lemery,in his Remarks on the Aurum Ful- 
minans ; it conliits of $ parts of Niter, 2 
parts of Sa/t of Tartar, and one of Sul- 
phur. This Powdg being likewiſe heated 
in a Spoon to the quantity of a Drachm, 
will give as Thundring a Noiſe as a Cannon 
it ſelf, But commend me rather to the

AS for the Metallureiz, or the 4rt of 
Tranſmutation of Metals, it is not a 
ſubje& ſo properly to be decided by Argu- 
ment and Reaſon, as by Tryal and Ex- 
perience, Ler our Realonings be never 
lo ſtrong and cogent, yer if plain Mazrey 
of Fad evinces the ny; we ought 

1m- 
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immediately to acquieſce, and ſubmit to 

the Real Truth, 
Now I muſt confeſs, I never was Al- 
chymiſt enough, to try the utmoſt that is 
Poſſible to be done in theſe matters. L:- 
bavins, Penotus, Hogelande, &c. do ſtifly 
maintain the Tranſ/mutation , as indubi- 
table, both of Mercury, Lead, and the 
like Metals into Gold, and of the « vi/er 
Metals into one another. Sennertns , a 
De chynic. ſober Author, is ſo well perſwaded of the 
= _ poſſibility, that he thinks it raſh, and im- 
conſenſ. ac prudent, to deny it. He ſays, there are 
- ſenſes Fountains at Smolnitium, a Town in Hun- 
_— gary, which" will turn Iroz into the beſt 
Copper. Nay, that notonly Natural, but 
Artificial Vitriolick Waters are able to 
turn Irox into Copper, a Red powder 
ſticking to the Iro», which being Melted, 
- will become a good Copper. And there- 
fore he taxes Nicolaus Guibertus with a 
greater Impudence than — for de- 
nying abſolutely any Perfef# Tranſmuta-

But notwithſtanding we have had fo 
þ many plauſible Stories of this, and- that 
mans having gotten the Tinure., and 
almoſt every body fancies he can Trax/- 
mute the Viler Metals with eaſe , yer [ 
cannot tell how to give up my full Aﬀent, 
even 
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even to the Poſſibility in any one. 1 know 
things may be Counterfeited with great 
cunning and dexterity, but ſtill the moſt 
that can be made of them is, that they 
are Counterfeits, And I never yet met 
with, of heard of any ſuch Colluſion, but 
that if it be brought to a narrow, and 
Critical T-/#, it may by an Able Artiſt be 
diſtinguiſhed from the True kind. Se- 
parate two Likes, and you ſhall hardly 
reſolve which is which ; but bring them 
together, and try the difference, accor- 
_ to Art, and you can't ealily be 
miſtaken, or impoſed upon. And it is 

{ roo well known, that Pſeudo-Chymiſts, 
the-Spawn, if not Legitimate Iſſue of the 
more Learned Alchymiſts, being bred up, 
and inſtrutted nacke thoſe Maſters, have 
ſuch an admirable faculty of CounterfeirF- 
ins Medicines, that it is now become a 
ſer Employment, and there is hardly one 
that is worth a Counterfezting, that can 
eſcape theit Contrivances , and they are 
as buſy as Bees, *till they have found our 
a Cheat for it. 1 could here extbnd up- 
on a great many things, and lay open 
their baſe Adulterations, 11 a = many 
particulars, that I cannot fo much as 
think of without Indignation, and violent 
Tranſport ; and therefore I had father 
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paſs by the particulars, than teach wick- 
cd men how to do Miſchief, And in- 
deed all Authors ſhould be exceeding 
careful of ſhewing their Knowledge in 
thoſe baſe Impoſtures. A hint how to 
diſcover the Aadulteration does always 
well, but the other deſerves to be buried 
in the deepeſt filence. And for this rea- 
ſon Galen was very averſe to the Writing 
a Hiſtory of Poiſons, leaſt the World 
might happen to receive from it more 
Harmthan Good, and the Wookves, and 
Monſters of Humane Society might there- 
by improve their Art of Deſtruttion. 

The World ſufficiently rings about 
Raymund Lully, Arnolaus de wvilli novi, 
Roger Bacon, Kelley, Hogelande, Boethins, 
and ſeveral others here and there, as if 
they were all /an&;fied upon Earth, with 
the Power of Projettion. And our Co- 
temporary MWencelaus had the luck to 
fnd out a Treaſure of this kind, ver 
lately, being ſtill alive. The Romeich 
Story was writ by John Joachim Becher, 
and ſaid to be publiſhed arthe requeſt of 
the Hoxourable, and moſt Eminent Mr. 
Boyle. And yet we may obſcrve of this 
W, ence/laus, that he was one of the great- 
eft Libertines upon Earth in his Moral, 
that notwithſtanding he had a very large 
Pot 


F 
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Pot of this Powder of Projection, enough 
one would think to have boyght Empures 
with, yet his Pot had a Bottom in about 
two years time, and he grew to be one 
of the moſt Wretched Notorious Cheats 


- that ever pretended to Ag 6, He was 


dip'd over Head and Ears in Debts of all 
forts, and was fain to vend Powudred Cin- 
nabar, Red Lead, and the Caput Mortuum 
of Aqua Fortis boiled , and ſich like 1n- 
gredients inſtead of the Genuine Ponder, 
mixing alſo therewith ſome Filings of 
Copper, to make it appear the more Glit- 
tering and Gold-like. The Grand Elixir 
atfirſ hearing of, and after havingpaſled 
an Ordinary Teſt, ſtrikes men with ſuch 
Admiration and Reverence, that they are 
as n—_y {trittly to Examine al its 
Natural qualifications, as to diſpute the 
Exiſtence of the Deity they pay Worſhip 
to, or the Power of a Mighty Monarch 
that they live under. If there be a true 
Tranſmutation, as 1 cannot but ſomewhat 
doubt, the Trade ſhall certainly make a 
mana Beggar inſtead ofan Emperonr, and 
the Expence that is employed aboar 
bringing it to a 7 inging Perfetion, ſhall 
abundantly over-weigh the Profic thar ic 
is to produce. We have had no ſmall nzm- 
ber of Alchymiſts in our own days, who 

E 3 were 
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were many of them born to fair Eſtates, 
and yet all after much Bragging, Counter- 
feiting, and Lying, have grown Contemp- 
tibly Poor and Miſerable. If ever one of 
them had born up againſt the Stream, and 
{ſurmounted the neceſſary conſequences 
of Folly ; if one of them all had hapned to 
appear as Pompous as they aimed, in any 
other, than the Fools Paradice , it had 
been a better Argument for the Reality of 
Proje&ion , than a thouſand Tricks and 
Stratagems, that they have been certainly 
Guilty of, and which have at ſeveral 


times been g/covered to the World. 


I {hall urge one Conſideration more, 
upon the S»ppoſitiux of the Philoſophers 
Stone, that there may be, or has been 
{uch a thing unqueſtionably,and without 
diſguiſe : I offer, whether it be conliſtent 
with the Efabliſhed and Unalterable Pro- 
vidence of God over the World, that one 
man Jhould have that advantage over 
his' Fellow-creatures, as to multiply 
Riches. without end, as it muſt be ſup- 
poſed that man may, who is Perfe& 
Maſter of this Secrer. F never underſtood 
yer, bur we are all born tro Toyt and 
Labour, and all ſybje& to the various 
Rewalutions of . Fortune, The Greateſt 
Monarch 1s fubje& to. the fame Laws of 


Nature 
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Nathre with Boors and Peaſants ; he is nor 
out of the Poſſibility of being Robb'd of 
all his Wealth, of being Deſþiſed, or over- 
turned even by his Yaſſals. And there ' 
are Bownds determined by Providence, be- 
yond which the moſt Ambitious Prince 
can never paſs. But granting the con- 
ceit of All powerful Projetion, the Laws 
of Nature are ſubject to be overwhelmed, 
by the Inexhauſtible Parſe of- a Whimſical 
Philoſopher Paramount. So that I cannot 
but neceſſarily conclude, that if the 
Tinger's Artificial Gold had been Con'd 
over again and again, ſome Flaw or other 
would have been diſcovered in the Won- 
derful Jewel, and the Philoſopher would 
have been ſoon tumbled down from his 
imaginary Royalty in the Mineral King- 
dom. F 

As to the Tranſmutation of other Me- 
tals into one another, though there's no 
ſuch danger of —__ Life or Liberty by 
being&known to do ſuch Feats, yet it is a 
rare thing to meet with an Al/chymiſt that 
will offer to convince ns throughly even 
in thoſe matters. I know ſome will talk 
as if they could do every thing in nature, 
and ſay what they will, they will take ir 
very unkindly to beContradited in their 
Bold Pretences, But I never heard of 
| E 4 '. any 
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any yet, who offered to ſet up for the 
Merchant, and Traffick'd with Copper for 
Coals. Some of them perhaps have ven- 
tured their Neck to ms Pieces of Eight, 
and will ſhew you a Meda/ or two 
which may paſs off much as well, as a 
Gilded Braſs-Ring. They will make you 
a Silver at Half a Crown an Ounce, and this 
Silver may be work'd into a Plate Veſſel 
juſt as Wheleſome as Copper it ſelf. _ And 
after all, the Famous Artif had better 
have been bred to the Plough, and mighe 
that way have gotten a bezter, and I am 
ſure, an Honeſter Livelihood, 

But again, ſuppoſing the Truth of Pro- 
jettion, as largely as they would fancy, 
'£t can ſuch a Rarity in an Hee, ſuch a 
Phenix as Paracelſus calls it, fufficient] 
encourage a- Sober man to lay aide al 
other thoughts, and to dedicate his 
whole time to the vain hopes of attain- 
ing the Grand Elixir? A Sorry Slovenly 
Fellow ſeeing my ,Lord Mayor in all his 
Pomp and Greatneſs, had much more rea- 
fon to conclude, This we muſt all come to, 
thana fond A/chymift, becauſe he has ſeen 
ſome Books, which offer to deſcribe this 
(ireat Work, and becauſe once in a /ong 
time, and .oze among an Infinite number 
of Labourers, is {aid to have gotten the 
Prize, 
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Prize, that therefore he muſt needs be 
enother of thoſe Fortunate men. There 
be divers Books which Teach Mazick, and 
how to Conjure, as there be alſo divers 
which would inftrut us in the Proceſs. 
And yet I am ſtrangely miſiaform'd by 
others, who had as much mind to Con- 
jure, as theſe to find out the Philoſophers 
Stone ; it all the Arrs of Conjuration, that 
' are taught in Books, can help a too Inqui- 
ſitive man to Prattiſe Magick, as it is talk'd 
of. A man ſhould no more Beheve all 
that he Reads, than af that he Hears. 
A Lye, or a Miſtake, is a Lye or a Mi- 
ſtake, whether it be Printed, or Told. 
And ſome Writers have been as Guilty 
of Falſhood or Inadvertency, as thoſe that 
do not Write, but Talk, And the fame 
Al-Chymical Writers, who would pre- 
tend to Teach the World Great Improbabi- 
lities, if not Impoſſibilities on this ſubjeR, 
do, we find plainly, take a larger Liber- 
ty- than ordinary, in recommending the 
Virtues of their long-winded and long- 
worded- Magiſterial Preparations, Lord, 
how Happy ſhould the World be in Re- 
medies, if the Hundredth part of what 
they aloud maintain , would y 

Tryal prove Conſtantly True! Is there 
ever a one Great Chymical Medicige, Great

I mean in reſpect of its Preparation, that 
Wonders are not ſpoken of, and long P- 
neg yricks made of, as if they were all to 
come within a hairs breadth of the Uri- 
werſal Medicine, And I cannot but here 
declare, that upon diſcourſing the moſt 
Eminent Prattical Phyſicians, (and in this 
Town we want not Opportunities todo it) 
I never yet heard oxe man, whoſe Judze- 
ment I had reaſon to value, preſume to 
own, that in any one Great Preparation 
he had found Experience fully to anſwer 
the pretended Virtues aſcribed to it by 
Chymital Authors. For if a Remedy has 
its effe& in ſome ſlight and indifferent 
caſe, it does not follow, that it muſt needs 

rform'the ſame in greater caſes of the 
;kenature-- And that' which will agree 
very well with oze fort of Conſtitution, 
ſhall as abſolutely diſagree with ochers 
under the ſame kind of D//eaſe. 

So that if the Grand Proceſs were to be 
Learn'd by. Books, it is of no ſmall mo- 
ment to be conſider'd, that every Author 
varies his Hints after a Different manner, 
and takes care to wrap up his Information 
in ſuch Clouds of Darkneſs, that I verily 
believe it is abſolutely Impoſſible for Two 
Operators _— to purſue the ſame Me- 


' thod fram the ſame Author, without Con- 


federacy, 
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federacy, though both ſhould as ftriftly 
as poſſible follow the op of the 
ſame Book. And moſt of tHisſe very men, 
who are ſaid to have gained the Tinture, 
do aſcribe it rather to Chance than Cun- 
ning, and their Choiceſt Rules will hardly 
enable them a ſecond time to perform, 
what upon a former Eſſay they fumbled 
upon by Charce. 

Now for thoſe that will not be per- 
{waded,who will needs run gadding after 
Chimera's,or Wills with a Wiſp,before they 
are miſled into forlorn inacceſſible places, or 
fall into the Dirt, which they will never 
afterwards wipe off ; I would deſire them 
ro read,-and conſider well the ſad Story of 
their Predeceſſor Penotus, He was an Al- 
chymiſt Hand and Heart, a man of no con- 
remptible capacity in other reſpets, but 
moſt wretched and Unfortunate in his 
Chymical Adventures, 
he received a Letter concerning him from

Senuertws tells us, Þ* Conſent. 
& Diſſenſ« 
Galen, & 


a Friend of his in Berne 1n Switzerland, Perip. cam 


dated November 1617. who writ him 
word, that at Twerdon, 2 Tows' 1n that 
Canton, this Penotws had lately died in 
the Hoſpital, He had been a great Vin- 
dicator of Al:hymy all his life, *rill to- 
wards his latter end ; he had ſpent all his 
Fortune, in queſt of thoſe Vain m—_ 
a 


Chymicis, 
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and after all was reduced to that Extre- 
mity, that an Hoſpital was the beſt ſhelter 
he could find. A little before he died, 
which was in the 98 year of his Aze, (and 
if he had gotten the Philoſophical Idol, 
that he Worſbipped fo long, I dare engage 
he would never have lived to near that 
Great Age,) before he Died ; Fabritins ab 
Aquapenadente , the Famows Chirurgeon 
makes him a Viſit, and prefſed the pyor 
man now to impart his Secrets, for the 
Good of the Publick ; to which requeſt he 
at length replyed, and *tis fo true, that 
it is pity it ſhould be a Secrer.: That if 
he had an Exemy he wiſh'd ill to, and did 
not dare to aſſail by force , he could 
wiſh him no greatera Curſe, than that he 
would give himſelf vp to the Study of 
Alchymy,

The Fixing Volatile Salts, and Vola- 
tilizing Fraxt Salts, are but time loft, 
No great difference between one Volatile, 
and another, nor between one Fix'd Salt 
and Fother. In what uſes both forts do 
agree, No Natural Alkali Salts ; but 
all produced by Fire. Natural Alkalis 
recommended, both in themſelves , and 
in regard to their Doſe, A Safe and 
Honeſt Rule. 


| þ ny being the moſt Comprehen- 
ſove Oper ation of Chymiſtry, and yield- 
ing ſin2ly a greater number of Preparati- 
ons than all the reſt united t ether , I 
{hall be ſomewhat larger on this Copious 
ſubject, and ſpeak both to the Nature of 
+ Diſtillation in 1ts ſeveral branches, and to 
ſome of the Principal Medicines that are + 
wont to be Diſtilled. 

Diſtilled Waters, whether Compound, or 
Simple, if they are Freſh, and partake 
ſtrongly of the Plant, are doubtleſs of wy 

ood uſe, in that they are ready on all 
ſudden occaſions, both for the Baſis of 
Jaleps, and to ſerve for Vehicles to Pow- 
ders, Eleftuaries, &c, They will Pre- 
ſerve a good while, which Deco#:ons will 
not, and the Juyces, which are common- 


ly 
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ly more Efeual, yet are not fo agree-. 
able ro the Pa{ate. 

Luercetan Commends them, and juſtly 
enough, as much the better, when drawn 
in a YVaporous Bath, .or in a Bainews, by 
which means the Empyreyme that is apt to 
attend them is wholly avoided, and the 
Natnral Virtues of the Plants are kindly 
communicated withont any Impreſſion of 
Fire. And if thus the Plants are Diftilled, 
without addition of Water, they are 
things of excellent ule. | 

Waters Diſtilled from Fl:þ, as the 
many ſorts of Aqus Caponis, Hirundi- 
num, &c. as they are commonly per- 
formed,\the Deſtillata Reſtanrantia , Snail 
Waters, and the like, ſeem rather a ſhew 
of” Art, then capable of anſwering their 
Intentions. Some Ingenious, or Leading 
men, have thought fit tro flowriſþ with 
their Pex, and ſhew how they can curi- 
ouſly expatiate, and leave the fiez of an 
Artiſt behind them, upon every occaſion 
that offers it ſelf. But it they had Deli- 
berately conſider'd;, they would certainly 
have found, that the Nouriſhment of Ani- 
mals could not this way have been Com- 
municated. An infignihcant Elementary 
Water may indeed be Draws off, and ſuch 
as does ſenſibly enough partake of the 
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Aromaticks, or other Ingrediexts, com- 
monly added to the D;tiUation, but the 
Alimentary Juyce of Animals being of a 
viſcous jelly nature, will not locallly riſe, 
but remains at bottom; and they that are 
uſed to the Diſtillation of Urine, the Se- 
rum of the Bloud, or to that of the Blond 
it ſelf, will find, that the Sprrirs though 
Volatile, will not come, *rill forc'd at laſt 
by a good Fire, that abundance of 1zſipid 
water muſt firſt ſeparate from the Urzne, 
before that Excellent Spirit will vouchſafe 
to ſhew its ſelf. Nor will thoſe Spirits 
free themſelves from their Clogs, or be 
in a capacity to exert their Attivity, to 
the beſt advantage, until they have un- 
dergone a ſecond trial by Cohobation, and 
Rettification. 1 | 
' The Juſculs Couſummats, or ſtrong Ex- 


preſſions of Decotted Animals, will nouriſh 


to much better purpoſe and effe&, than 
ſuch fruitleſs, and improper Diſtilations. 
There's another thing grown into 
much requeſt of late, and yer as rnmſignifi- 
cant as the former, Diſti&:d M:1k I mean, 
Some do preſcribe it as familiarly as any 
other Diſtilled water, as if it would: keep 
good for a year together, and every Apo- 
thecary were as well provided with it, as 
Roſe, or Black-Cherry water. Whereas

Pharmacologia Anti-Empirica: 
is athing that will be apt to /ovre ſooner 
than we are aware, and Apothecaries up- 
on whoſe hands it has hapned to ſowre, 
will be apt rather to uſe that, ſuch as it 
is, whic = have ready by them, than 
to Di/til afre = every /mall occaſion, 
or fancy. But if they did, I do'nt fee 
what great benefit we ſhould obtain. 
Nay perhaps the beſt of it does more 
harm than Good. For the W, ater, the meer 
Water that riſes, is ſo far from being 
egregiouſlly Nouriſhing , that I cannot 
-elteem it ſo good as Whey, either in re- 
{pe&t of the thin Nouriſbmert, or the De- 
zerſive quality, which in ſome meaſure 
accompanies. ordinary Whey. It is indeed 
a ſort of Diſti1”d Water, but of very little 
or no advantage in Conſumptive cales, 
and many are of the mind, that M/# 
freſh from the Cow, and eſpecially Aſſes 
Milk, is another-gueſs fort of Jewe/, than 
the Diſtilled Milk Waters. Belides, it is 
well known in Conſumptions , and it is 
pity but it were more thought on, that 
Milk Waters have very often brought the 
Patients intoa Dregy, and fo added one 
Great Inconvenience to another. From 
a Weeks taking of it, their Bodies have 
begun to. Swell, and when a man's once 
Declining and Pining away, a 61ttle hel, 4 
: F w1 
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will make the Diſeaſe Irrecoverable, but 
a great deal of tare and caation is requifite 
to ſet them up again. 

There are a great many ſorts of things 
that will not communiate their Virtues 
and Properties, when Diſf:/ted in an Alem- 
bick, in a Balneam Marie, the uſual way 
af the Componnd Waters of the Shops ; 
though ſometimes they may be alſo D-- 
/tiltd 1n the ſame Veſſel in Sand, or elle in 
a Capper-Veſica. remembring always then 
ro a ſome Appropriate Liqaor to the 
Ingredients. For example : Many Acid, 
or Sweet- Fruits, as Pears, Apples, Quinces, 
Dates, Figs, Almonitls, Barberries, Myro- 
balans ; the Roots of Comfrey, Tormentill, 
Biſtcrt Burnett, or other Aftringent Roors ; 
alſo the Roves of Succory, Sorrel, Buploſs, 
Marſhmallows, and Liquorice ; Balauft 
Flowers , Sloes , Acacia, and Hypaciftts ; 
likewiſe many E/culext Plants, and alſo 
Woods, &c. Theſe upon Diſtillation in an 
Alembick, by pouring Liquors upon them, 
do yield out. none of rhew Natural Vjr- 
rues, and you can obtain nothing elſe in 
reality, beſides a kind of Infupid Phlegm, 
though you ſhould purſue the Difilation 
for a Week together. 'Andthe ſame may 
be faid of Diſtilled Catharticks. 

And for the ether way of Diſt illing Ve- 
getables 
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getables in a Glaſs Retors Luted, with 3 
great Fire , and driving Out, after the 
Phlegm fart an Acid Empyreumatical Spirit, 
then a Telowiſh, and at laſt a Blackiſh Oyl, 
I am apt to think they are rather Cres- 
tures of the Fire, than Natural Principles 
of the YVegetable,and are fitter for Hy/terical 
Women to Sme//to, and to make Frica- 
rions withall outwardly, than to rake in- 
wardly as Common Medicines. 

Zpelfer,an underſtanding,and through- 
paced Chymiſft in the Rational 


does after all forts of trials recommend 


in Seaxd, to be the very beſt of all. And 
in Germazy indeed the Art of Diſtillation 
is now {o well underſtood, that I have 
heard a Phyfciaz, who Traveled lately 
through it, ſhould fay, he was morecer- 
tain to find in every Houle a Si and a 
Furnace, than a Kertle, or Froing-Pan. 
So that if ever we have fielh Intelligence 
concerning any Modern Philoſophers Stone, 
it muſt be thence we are to expe it, and 
with very good reafon too, where all 
Hands are at Work. 

Difaliation is uſually performed either 
in 2 Ralnewas, or 10 Sand, or 10 a Rewer» 
beratory Furnace.

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cially the fr of all, are of exceeding 
benefit to the'good improvetnent of Na- 
tural Remedies, and the firſt is therefore 
edviſedly \.and judiciouſly recommended in 
abundance of places in our Diſpenſa- 
tory. The Reverberatory 1s the /aſt, and 
Extreameſt trial, that it is poſlible for the 
Ingenious Invention of mankind to con- 
trive, in order to Torture mix'd bodies, 
and force them to Confe/s or Impart their 
Real, or Pretended Virtues. And I am 
afraid, that as people upon the Wrack do 
often Confeſs Untruths, in hopes thereby 
to deliver themſelves from that Extremi- 
ty of Torture, fo Natural Bodies though 
they have no- Tzzelligence of the Chymiſts 
Cruelty to them, in thus Anatomizing or 
elſe Analyſing them with the hotreft Fire 
that can be made, yet that they often re- 
ward their pains with Diſe«iſcs inſtead of 
Realities, and are ford by the Violent 
Fire to Communicate Falſe, and ſuppoſed 
Prixciples, and ſuch are not Naturally 
in them, after the manner that we ob- 
tain them, 

In a Sazd-heat may be drawn Volatile 
Spirits, as of Urine, Blood, Soot, Harts- 
horn; and the Spirit of Sal Armoniack may 
be likewiſe ſo drawn, according to' our 
Diſþe/atory, much better and more 7nzo- 
cently 
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cently in my opinion, than according to 
others in a Reverbera:ory. Such kind of 
Heats are not{o Violent, nor do they con- 
tribute that frong Impreſſion of Fire,which 
muſt needs be communicated by the wa 
of a Reverberatory. And the interpolit1- 
on of Water or Sand, beſides the Furnace 
wherein the Yeſſe;is placed, are very con- 
ſiderable circumſtances to preſerve the 
Diſtilled Liquors from a too great Parti- 
cipation of Fire, And howloever Fond 
Chymiſts, or Bigotted Operators may {mile 
at the imagination , that their Aortd, 
and all-powerful Yulcax can do any hurt 
to Remedies, yet _ calm thoughts, and 
an impartial conſideration they will at 
length find, that Fire in its full force is a 
moſt Deſtruttive Conſuming Principle, and 
that we ought in Conſcience to be very | 
tender and timorous in the uſe of ſuc 
Medicines, as have plentifully received, 
and I may ſay, Imbodied Fire into their 
very Subſtanceand Eſſential Compolition. 
The difterence between a Real 'Phyſi- 
cian, and a Quack-Pretender , does com- 
monly appear 1n this , thar the fir/f is

circumſtances, he does generally to others, 
in their ſeveral degrees, as he would be 
E 3 Ccon- 
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content to bs dealt withal! himſelf under 
the fame circumſtances; the Latter is 
Raſh , Inconſiderate , and ſtifly heady in 
every thing he does, his [g»oraxce makes 
him Daring, and he always ventures to 
Promiſe InfzlliHl- ſucceſs, from the niceſt, 
moſt uncertain, and moſt Deſperate Reme- 
dies that are known in VVature, or con- 
trived by Arr, Tf it were poſſible for 
hmm to give Fir$ 1n all its Terror and 
Flames, you may be ſure he would -not 
bogple at it, The more Sy/bitious a Me- 
a'cine15to a Prudent Confiderate man, the 
more B.l1 he is in the ule of it; as if he 
tad a Priviledge to do what he liſts, in 
hd leſs a matter than Life and Death, 
from his Expirical qualihcation of Jeno- 
yzunce and. Impudence thſeparably mixed 
together. He never exhibits a YVomit 
with tefs than Mercuriws wite, Turbith 
Mineral , or ſome ſubtile Preparation of 
Antimony ; his Purge never fails to be 
deleterious, or Mercurial; and as thoſe 
men do oftexrhe utmoſt miſchief by ſuch 
Violent Preparations, 10 they ſometimes 
happen to do marvels, which an Under. 
ſtanding man cannvt, becauſe he dares not 


' ſafely venture. I have met with a Stor 


of a Madman, who endeavouring to knoc 
out his Braizs, brought on himſelf ſuch 
| o 
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a Hemorrhage, as immediatly Cared him 
of his Madneſs ; and of another, who 
Stabbing a Daggar into his Breaſt, in De- 
ſpair, Cred himſelf of an Impoſtume ; and 
yet if others ſhould venture to try the 
ame Experiments, I would not Promiſe 
them a bare Poſſibility of the like ſucceſs. * 

An Unlicenſed Prattitioner in Phſl, 


 inthis Town, was once 6 free as to ac- 


uaint me, as an ineſtimable Secrez too, 
that he uſed for a Remedy in the Worms, 
a Selution of a {mall quantity of Subl;- 
mate Corroſive its ſelf in Water, and he 
ſeemed Tranſported with delight at the 
very mention of ſo notable a Remedy. 
Mercurius Dulcis, its Younger Brother , by 
three or. four Sublimations, was deſpiſed 
by him as nothing.. And Wormſeed, Ales, 
Burnt Hartſhown, Savine, Corallina, &c. 
were fit to be Laught at as Childrens Re- 
medies, not his. Sublimate Corrofive was 
his Delizht and Glory, and he could hard- 
ly exprel(s the good he had obſerved from - 
it, Icould not but be very Seriows, at the 
hearing ſuch a Relation, and it affeQted 
me with Pathetical thoughts, that the 
Common Civility of Converſation made me 
forbear at that time tourge. For it 15a 
moſt Sad and bewailing ReflefFion, that 
the Rankeſt Poiſons in the World, with- 
F 4 our 
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out a mask, ſhould be given inwardly to 
Innocent Chilarexr, whoſe tender condi- 
tion can hardly bear the moſt Mild, and 
Gentle things of all, without a great deal 
of ſtrugling. 

But to return, Fire as bad as it may 
prove, is the Dezty of Belotted Chymiſts. 
They can hardly allow a good Word to 
any kind of Remedy, that has not paſt 
through the Fiery Tryal. And perhaps it 
may be a main, though an unperceivable 
reaſon, why they {c_.nuch admire all Me- 
ztallick Preparations above others, becauſe 
they do undergo the greateſt degree of 
Fire, lam no enemy to Fire any other- 
wiſe thanas it is an enemy to us. The 
Providence of God has ſo ordered the 
whole frame of this World, in ever par- 
ticular that I know of, that upon ' © me 
conſideration every individual thing in 
nature will be found exceeding UV/eful, in 
ſome reſpeCt or other, either tothe whole 
ingeneral, or ſome remarkable part of it. 
Fire it ſelf, that is ſo terrible an Element, 
when exceeding its due bounds, when 
it is our Maſter, and not our Servant, 
is otherwiſe of as great uſe and ſer- 
vice to mankind, as any one thing that 
can benamed. Anda Moderate Fire will 
2s much help to improve Remedies; as an 
eX- 
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exceſſive one will ſerve to deſtroy them. 
When it is managed as it ought to be, it 
opens bodies, wnlocks their faculties, and is 
a very great Aſiſtant to Art in the right 
Preparation of divers Medicines; but if it be 
driven to Extreams,-and Artificially Re- 
werberated upon Remedies with the ſtrong- 
eſt Union of heat that can be contrived, 
it ſhall entirely deſtroy. the Radical and 
Natural virtues of mix'd bodies, and in- 
ſtead of thoſe that Nature ingrafted in 
them, ſhall Create New ones, which whi- 
ther ox be upon ſecond thoughts of 
greater ſervice to the World, than what 
an Iyfinite Wiſdom did , or was able to 
effe, I cannot but ſeriouſly doubt. 

. The Nature of a Reverberatory Fire 
is beſt conſidered in a Laboratory ; there 
you may ſee the Retore, which contains 
the Ingredients to be Diſtilled, placed in 
the mid{tof the moſt YViolent Fire, that 
Chymical Art and Invention could tell how 
to contrive. For many hours, and days 
together the ſtrongeſt force of Fire is ex- 
perimented , the Retorr and the Ingre- 
dients in it are all the while converted 
into as true @ Fire, as the Woodor Coals 
themſelves, only upon looking into the 
Furnace, you will fee the Coals 1n form of 
burning Coals, and the Retort in form of 
a burning Retort, Now 
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Now there are but very few things in 
nature, which can endure ſuch violent 
burnings, without conſiderable alter ars- 
ons , if not Tranſmutations into other 
kinds. There may be one Metal, Gold, 
and one Stone , the Asb-ffos, or Amian- 
thus, which will not Conſume from what 
it was, or yield out Chymical Principles, 
by chis continuance of the greateſt tire; 
but moſt of the others will "__ out Spi- 
rits, Oyls , or Salts, which prove like 
Swords or Daggers, Fatal in the hands of 
Chilaren or Fools, and ought to be uſed 
by the Wiſe/# men with great caution, and 
ercumfpettion. Thete” vehement pro- 
duCtions of Chymiſtry have gained either 
Reputation or Contempt, according as the 
Brains of men have been either hotter or 
cooler. But in this laſt Age, the Bellows 
have been blown with fuller ftrength 
than ordinary, and Furnaces have become 
$:hools, wherein ſome men of Parts and 
Underſtanding, as well as hot-ſpurs and 
flaſhes, have pleaſed to ſpend the great- 
eſt portion of their time, expeCting by 
_ of Art to bring Nature to what they 

leaſe. 
4 And yet the Paracelſizn Phenix, which 
livd in the Golden Aze, and in the. K;ng- 
dom of Utopia, whither abundance of 


Alchy- 
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Alchymiſts have Travelled, is dead or 
whelly loſt to Inquiſitive Ph:l-ſophers. 
The moſt zealous Chymifts can only talk 
and write Miracles, but not perform them 
cleaverly ; the molt Famed Preparations, 
which the Authors have beſtowed large 
Paneg yricks upon , and'with a moſt pe- 
remptory aſlurance have repreſented as 
Infallible Catholicons, do -upon trial in 
Faithful or Skilfull hands not anſwer Ex- 
peQation , or make good the Promiſes 
concerning them. 

As for So Diſtillation 1n a Reverbatory, 
it is. found chiefly to produce, either Acid 
Corroſive Spirits, or Burning Empyreuma- 
tical Oyls. The Acid Spirits, which can 
ſo powerfully Corrode, and Diſſolve the 
ſtrongeſt Meralls, that they ſhall: be re- 
ras , into a clear Liquor, will upon calm 
refle&ion to a conſidering man appear too 
too capable of deſtroying the Tender 
Principles of Life. And howefer they 
may be uſeful upon ſome very great oc- 
caſions , and therefore ought not to be 
wholly Baniſhed out of Aporheearies Shops, 

et in ordinary or common caſes, where- 
1n- they are now apt to be uſed much 
oftner than is really neceſlary, I ſhould 
think it the duty both of a Good Max, and 
an Honeſt Phyſician, tobe exceeding Cau- 
£10us 
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tious in the liberal uſe of theſe Acid Spi- 

rits, as they ought moſt certainly to be 

in all other things, which may in much 

Probability be of dangerous conſe: 
ence. 

Indeed for a ſmall time Acid Spirits, 
(where Acids are requiſite, or properly 
Indicated) will give aſtrange check tothe 
violence of ſome Diſeaſes ; but continue 
their iſe a little longer than is fitting, 
and the Stomach, or ſome Principal Part, 
or the whole Body in general will remark- 
ably ſuffer in ſome reſpe&X or other. 1 
ſhall inſtance particularly in Spire , or 
Oy! of Vitriol, which Gaſpar Hofſman main- 
tains to have rendred divers of his Pati- 
ents Cachettick, and very infirm, upon the 
continyance of it, though at firſt they 
did ſeem to receive ſenſible Benefit, from 
its ſtrengthning the Sromach, creating an 
Appetite , and allaying the Defluxions ; 
and ungp the grounds of his Particular 
Experience , he thinks fit to diſſwade 
people from being too Bold with this 
Acid Spirit, or from uſing it too long, 
leaſt it ſhould be found art laſt to deſtroy 
the Natural Heat, which is neceſſary for 
Concottion ; and lealt it ſhould bring in- 
conveniences to the Body, which are ra- 
ther to be lamented , than afterwards 
remedied, 
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remedied. The fame Avurhor in another 
place aſſerts, That he ſaw ſome men, who 
__ an unadviſed long uſe of thir' Corrofroe 
pirit did at laſt (leem to) Vomit up part 
of their Lungs all Corroded and coloured like 
unto Vitriol ;, that he ſaw one. whoſe Liver 
ſeemed to come up = Bits; _ Nur w per- 
ons juſt before their Deaths dia grievou 
Yrs ge. Error a prac 
Bodies to this Spirit, | and that they felt their 
inward Parts all Burnt and Corroded, and did 
ſuffer intolerable pains thereby. Particularly 
ke mentions a famous Limner vho would needs 
try an Experiment, and Cure himſelf of the 
Gont, by the aſe of the Oyl of Vitreol, but 
who inſtead of that had deſtrozed bis Vitals, 
* and alittle bt 
Pungent Pains, like the pricking of Needles 
all over his body. And hence you-may lee, 
that ſuch Keen Spirits are not be-play'd 
with u every light occaſion, and 


when they may, or are tobe uſed, they 


fore his Death complained of 
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muſt not be inſiſted on too peremptorily- 


or over-long. It will not be amiſs to re- 
member again and again, that Meaicines 
which owe their exiſtence to a-ftrong 
Reverberatory Fire, are rather to' be 
rouch'd, than dwelt upon; and1I do not 
doubt, but it were much better for the 
World, if Phyficians had known nothjng 

at 
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at all of thoſe Great Chymical Preparations, 
than for them to be {o fondly in love with 
them, as never to part with'em out of 
heir thoughts, or to be uſing them with- 
out fear or wit. . 
Acid Spirits may indeed be Dulcified 
with Rettified Spirix of Wine , whether 
by a Digeſtive Circulation, or by a New 
Diſtillation 10 Sand, it matters not much, 
And whea they are {o Dulcified, they loſe 
reat part of their Sting, and are doubt- 
FG ar better, and more Innocent as 
to Uſe, then with their Corroſcon entire. 
So that Prudent men, who are concernd 
in earneſt about the good or ill coale- 
ſequences of their Remedies, do now 
oftner adviſe the Acid Spirits Dulcified, of 
Satt, Vitriol, Nite, &c. than they will 
the ſimple cid, in their full ſtrength and 
power.. :i Beſides, not only the eftefts are 
ſafer from the Dalcified Spirits, but the 
Doſe niay be that way conſiderably en- 
. larged,and hereby we receive the good of 
Acids without the miſchiets, and they are 
more adapted to the Tender Principles 
of Man. 
The Nature of Diſtilled Chymical Oyls 


may be a little guels'd at by the very 


Doſe they are given in, Two ar three 


drops at a-time are generally thought o 
c 
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be very fair, whither becauſe they are 
loaded with more Fire than the Aria Spi- 
riti, and ate therefore the more Inflaw- 
able, or elſe becaule of their ſluggilh mo- 
tion out of the Sromach, and io Heating 
the Part the more. vehemently, Ops be- 
ing riot ſo nimble as Spipirs in dilperling 
themſelves, but the EfteRs of Ow ate 
the more durable. *Tis certain that theſe 
, Opls are very Empyrenmatical, and plainly 
enough diſcover , how nearly they are 
related td the Fi#e that brought them 
forth. 

Liqaors which are impregnated with 
great ſtore of Chymecal Oyls , are much 
-more dangerous to accuſtorn the Body to, 
than ſuch as are more Spireruous. For 
example, the daily loading the Sromach 
with Sack will prove much foonet Fatal, 
then a longer and41arger ufe of French- 
Wines. Saick is known to yield abun- 
darice of Oyl, and bur little Sperir, where- 
as French-Wines yield a great many Spr- 
rits, and little or no'Oy/.

ritsi French-Wine: dopals oft nimbly 4o- 
| wo 
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tothe Blood, and a good part of thoſe 
Wines is ſoon evacnated/ by the way of 
Urine, the burning force of the remain- 
der being in a ſhort time equally diftri- 
buted through the whole body, and con- 
ſequently the leſs pernicious. 

To give an inſtance in proof of my 
aſſertion, I ſhall here offer a very remark- 
able paſſage that has hapned in my 
Praftice. A Gentleman of about 36 years 
of Age had by degrees reduced his body 
to an inſenſible necefſity of Drinking 
Sack for his conſtant daily Liquor. He 
was a Dead man, if he had not his 
Draughts of Sack ſeveral times every day. 
Nothing elſe at laſt could ſo 'much as 
Warm his craving Stomach, inſomuch that 
he quickly brought himſelf into an Irre- 
coverable Conſumption. After he had 
taken his Bed for good and all, he ſenc 
for me, who ſoon acquainted his Friends, 
that it was too late for Phyſick to do him 
any good: ' And when he was Dead, they 
defired' me'to Oper his Body , and fee 
what his Intemperance in Sack had there 
produced. And I found his Liver fo 
throughly Bozled with the Conſtant 
Heat, that a Sound Liver could not well 
be more Boiled over-the Fire, than his 
was by his uſe of Sack. . It was in Colour 
and 
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and Brittleneſs the my - yr Joel 
. And though ze - 


boiled Lever can be 
can qualifie the Heat of a Living Liver, 
yet lam fure no Arr cah Unboil it again; 
any more than make 2 ew one. 
Nevertheleſs I would not wholly con: 
demn the uſe- of. Chymical Oylr, as alto- 
gether Unſafe in reſpe& of inward; uſe, 
The Eleoſacchars Cinnam, Saſſafr. Gitr, 
Mac, Fenicul, &c. are not only pleaſant 
and agreeable to the Palate; but both AC- 


ceptable and beneficial to the Stomach, + 


and in Delicate natures will be admitted 
kindly, where other Remedies breed: an 
averſion. And 1 take that Formotgiving 
Diſtilled Oyts. to be one of the beſf that 
can be thought of ; for the Particles of 
Oy are excellently well ſeparated by: the 
quantity of Sugar, an Ownce of Sugar com- 
monly to a Scruple of Diſtilled Oyl; fo 


that hereby the exception on account of 


Fire is avoided , and their good ſafely 


and pleaſantly in a proper Liquor come

That Fire can really make a more than 
ordinary Impreſſion upon Remedies, and 
that in Diſtillation even their Weight and

- Volatile Spirits are or may beſt be 
drawn in a more Mild and Natwal Heat, 
than that of the Reverberatory. The 
Spirits of Urine , Hartshorn, Sal Armo- 
niach, 8&c. are Bleſſings indeed, which we 
owe to Chymiſtyy, and are of excellent 
uſe, where the- Spirits are ſpent or im- 

erifhed, or where the Blood i Soured 

Acids, and in divers ſorts of Obftrutti- 
ons. They come the neareſt of any thing 
to our Conception of the Animal Spirits, 
the Principle of Motion and Senſation, 
and being of fo exceeding fine and ſubtile 
a texture, that their Imprefſion-is wont 
to be communicated, as ſwift as Light- 
nun, from the Nervous Coat of the Sto- 
mach to the Spirits diſperſed in the other 
Nerves of the body, as in Faintings and 
Swoundings is moſt ſenſibly perceived ; 
without doubt theſe Yolatile Spirits, fo 
nearly related to the Animal, are the 
moſt proper Inſtruments in the World to 
reſtore and cheriſh the Awime!, when 
either part of them are loſt, or all weak- 
ned by too lang duty. Vea- 
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Volatile Salts are of the ſame nature 
with the Spiries ; they are at firſt drawn 
confuſedly together, and afterwards ſepa- 
rated by Refifitation,or Sublimation. The 
Sprrits are ofily a Volatile Salt difloly'd in 
Phlegm, and a throughly Red ified Yola- 
tile Spiris will not, or cannot diffolve 
thoſe Slrs, rhe L5qzor mult be Phlegma- 
tick chat''is torreceive them. They are 
both of ann ual uſe, only they are a va- 
niety to pleaſe the different palats of pa- 
.tients,and the different conceits of Artiſts. 
As for the Fixing a Volatile Salt, or Vo- 
latilizins a Fix'd Set, with which Con- 
ceits fome Authors and Ingenious men 
have abundantly pleaſed themſelves, 


they will at laſt find that the Myſteries and - 


Secrets have been far greater than the 
Efets , that the Mountains bring forth 
little more than « Mo»/c,and that the Pre- 
paration after all is nothing elſe but a meer 
Encor poration of a 'Fix'd and Volgtile Salt 
together. Two contrary qualities have 
remitted their Contrariety, and by mu- 
tual conſent have met one another half 
way, and by the reſult of this Coalition 
doat laſt compoſe a kind of Mix'd Medi- 
cize, that is neither Truly Yolatike, nor 
Truly Fix*d, but Hermaphroditical and 
Adiaphorous. $0 that if you have occa- 
F = 
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ſion for a Volatile Remedy, here is an In- 
perfett Volatile ; andif you have occaſion 
for a Fix'd Remedy, here is an Imperfet? 
Fix, and if the virtue of Preparation will 
make an Imperfett Medicine. ( Imperfe# 
I ſay, in order to anſwer an Indication) 
more eff-e#ua/ than a Perfe#, it may in 
time make a ſtronger degree of Fire to be 
not ſo Hot, or not to Burn ſo much, as a 
leſs Intenſe degree, nay it may in time do 
the moſt Abſurd , and molt impoſſible 
things in nature. The Volatile and Fix'd 
qualities are perhaps to draw the Medi- 
cine into an /A£quilibrigm, one to draw it 
upwards , and t'other downwards , ſo 
that it ſhall neither riſe nor fall, but hang 
inthe middle, as Mahomet's Tomb is {aid to 
do, between two Loadſtones, But it 
comes to be much the ſame thing, whe- 
ther we Heat a Cold Liquor, or Cool a 
Hot, *twill either way e Tepid ; 
whether we make an Acid Sweer, or 4 
Sweet Acid, *ewill either way prove but 
Infipid. What a vain, but foud noiſe 
have ſome made about Fixing Mercury 
into Lead, or Volatilizins Lead into Mey- 
cury? The Volatile Salt of Tartar has been 
a Jewel that hardly any thing leſs than 
the Philoſophers Stone could equal. And 
yet after all, we buy Wind and Smoak,

it is drawn from ; and though there may 
be ſome Difference between Yolatiles, as 
alſo between Fix'r, yet it will prove to 
be but a ſmall Difference. They do both 
agree in helping to carry off lerous hu- 
mours, where they abound, by way of 
Sweat ; they do both agree in Sweerning 
the Humours of the Body, when they 
turn Acid; both: the Spirit of Sa! Armo- 
niack, which is a Volatile Salt, and the 


" Oyl, or Salt of Tartar, which is a Fix'd 


Salt, will ſerve to precipitate F/uid Acid 
Salts, either without the Body, in Veſſels, 
or within the Body, by way of Sweat, or 

Urine, after due preparations firſt made. 
Fix'd Alkali Salts are made by burning 
the Plants into Aſhes, or by Calcination, 
then making a Lixivium, which is to be 
Filtrated and Ewaporated , 'till, the Salt 
remains alone, They have a good ule in 
Phyſick, on divers occalions, as befqre, but 
being Creatures of the Fire, and having 
no exiſtence, as ſuch, in nature, until 
Art and Fire have given them their Birth, 
as 15 at large proved by Monſizur Lemery 
in his foreſaid Book; a Prudent man 
ought always to remembcr their Origi- 
nal, and not to remain roo long in the 
Continuation of them, no more than in 
G 3 the 
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theuſe of Fix'd Acid Spirits, for the fame 
reaſon : For as the Acid Spirits, if obſti- 
mtely urged, will Corrode and Burn the 


, render Principles of Life , fo' will th 


Fix*d Porons or Alkali Safts 'pall an 
weaken their Tone , if indifcreetly or 
over-long continued. | 
There are Natwrdl Alkalis enough, 
which will very well ſerve to anſwer the 
Indication of 'Sweetning Acids, as there are 
allo Natural Acids which will very well 
ſerve to repair the Laxneſs of the Blood, 
without an unnecefſary recourſe to thoſe 
Creatures of Fire, Artificial Alkalis , or 
Acids. Pearl, Oriental Bezoar, Crabr-eyes, 
Chalk, Eorall, &c. are Alkalis which de- 
ſerve not to be negleCted or forgotten ; 
and if we would ſometimes mend, or for- 
tifie our hand, by giving a Drahmat a time, 
inſtead of a Scruple, or a few Grains, I 
dare be bold to ſay, we ſhould find the 
leſs need of Aſkals Artificial Salts, And 
this may be a Rule of ule, not tobe 
too Timorous in the ute of Safe, Innocent, 
and Natural Remedies, as we cannot 
ealily be Timorous enough in the uſe of 
Dangerous, Uncertain, or Great Artifi- 
cial Preparations, Some have faid, and 
perhaps well too, that Poiſon is not Poj- 
ſon in the hands of a good Phyſician , _

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ſo Fire, or Fiery Medicines , may ſnot be 
Fiery, or ofa deſtrufive'nature, in the 
management of a Cautious, and Under- 
ſtandmg man, Yet till Pozſor, though 
Corretted, or under-doſed, though ex- 
hibited by a So» of Arr; and by the beſt 
Phyſicias mm reality, will notwithſtanding 
all our Care and Cunning , be apt to 
exert its Primitive Radical tacultries ; and 
a good man ought always to remember 
the Eſſential qualifications of a thing in 
diſpute, or juſtly hable to fome Suſpiti- 
on. Too much Boldneſs 1h Suſpitious Me- 
dicines , and too much 7 imervaſneſs in 
thoſe that are by all granted to be Safe 
and Wholefom , are equally Exztreams, 
and deſerve to be blamed. Experience, 
the true Touchſtone of what is Reaſon- 
able, and what not, what is Safe, or Un- 
ſafe, will at laſt reduce a Conſidering Se- 
rious man from either Exrream into the 
Middk way which inſtrufts us to lay aſi 

that Paſſion and Prejudice by which men

There is hardly a 
man alive, who is converſant at all in the 
World, -b root umamy they are com- 
monly "uſed, but he has met or heard of 
ſome lamentable inſtances of this nature, 
in Confirmation, and too true Teſtimony 
of what 1 fay ; infomuch that T cannot 
Þut ſametimes wonder, that the Publick 
' Apthority does not think this a matter 
worthy their moſt Serious Conſideration, 
and tnar 7 ny and Drs iff s are. 
not as. ſtriftly protubited from Diſpen- 
'fing 'or Selling Meditines of 'ſuch Nice 
and' Dangerous conſequence, as they are 
or ought to be Cautious in the vending 
of downright , Poiſons. Mercurivs Dulcis 
is now as commonly Sold, as Rhuberb and

So that. if the /iveer Sub/imate-, happens 
to be prepared from: forclaid Ar/enical 
Sublimate what a; Pernicious and De- 
ftruftive Remedy mult this be for ten- 
der Children, or others, to whom it 
is often adminiſtred_ for the Worms , 
and many other Diſtempers ! But be- 
ſides, the Town ever now and. then 
rings with an account of ſame ſtrange Ac- 
cidents from a ſingle Doſe of Mercyrins 
Dulcis ; they ſhall have the /ame Symp- 
toms, as from Real Poiſons; and though 
the Diſpenſers of the Poiſon do always 
excuſe themſelves upon the account of a 
miſtake of the Corroſtve for the ſweet Su- 
blimate, yet Iam apt to impure it to that 
other miſtake of Preparing the Mercur:as 
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Dulcis from Arſenical, rather than Trae 
Sublimate, And now what a lamentable 
conſideration muſt it be, that the whole 
herd of Zuacks and Expiricks do conſpire 
as one man to give ſome Preparation of 
Mercary in all their Pills that are expoſed 
to Sale ! as if no Credit were to be got, 
no good to be performed, without throw- 
ing the Dye for 44, without downrighe 
K/lling or Curing upon a moſt uncertain, 
nay Dangerous Chance. 

Argentum viuum, or Quickſelver is fo 
called from its vivid motion , Quick in 
the old S«xoz Language fi ifying Liv- 
ing, and its Cologr approaching to that of 
Silver. Scaliger calls it the Tyrant of Me- 
tals, as Gold is laid to be the Lawful Kzng. 
Renodeus eſteems it' to be the Monſter of 
Nature, as Fallopizs does the Miracle. 
The Alchymiſts do call at the 'Sperma 
Metallorum , the Seed of Metals, the 
Seed from whoſe due Cultivation does 
ſpring that Bleſſed S:one,which is thoughe 
capable in convenient time of making an 
Adept as Rich as Midas: And hence in 
complement to their vain hopes they 
pleaſe to call it the Parent of all Wonders, 
as all Lac Virgins, Aqua wite, Serpens 


Jemetipſum gravidans, Ceruus Fugiti- , 


vw, &c. Laftly it is called . Mercury, 
| from 
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from its' Mexewrial qualifications , beicfy 
ſo attive , unconſtant, 'uncertain , arid 
often miſchievous n its Operation. Lyers, 
Thieves, and Cheats, are {ignified by the 
Celeſtial Mercury ; and every man of Un- 
derſtanding and Experience is by this time 
too well fatisfied, that not only P/ſeuda- 
Chymiſfts, but even the moſt Celebrated 
Chymicel Authors do often deliver to us 
many palpable untruths in ſetting forth 
the Praiſes and Virtues of many Elabo- 
rate Preparations ; and the generality of 
Alchymiſts, if not the whale Eribe, after 
ſpending their Fortunes in vainly refining 
and Philoſophizing their Mercary, and in 
the moſt uncertain hopes of attaining 
Projeition,. do at laſt betake. themfelves, 
by thenſtrong fon of an Abſolute 


Neceſſity, (whole Lavs are commonty ir- 


reſiſtable), to the Ar? of Cheating and 
Counterfeiting, as thinking by that means 
in forme meaſure to repair their Great 
and Certain Loſſes. 

Not only Galen, Avicenna, Atims, but 
molt of our Modern Authors have eſteem- 
ed Mercury to be a Poiſon, though indeed 
Galen does ingenioufly declare, c never 
made trial of 1t either. inwardly or out- 
wardly, whether it be effeQually a Poiſon 
or not. Our Later tumer have been more 
Com- 
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competent of that matter; For 
the Yexerial Daſesſe which was broughe 
from far Countries among other Tra 
about the year 1493. into Exrope, has oc- 


calioned trials enough upon Aſcrcary, | 


whether it be a Poiſon or a Remedy. And 
happy it is for thoſe who have unfortu- 
nately fallen into that Foreign _—_— 
that Ewrope "1s fo pleatifully | 
with ſuch a Remady as Merewry. 1 know 
that ſome perſons of note have pleaſed to 
maintain,that they have Cured a Radicated 
Pox without Mercary, and that Sarſapes 
rilla, Lignum Santtum, &c. have through- 
ly performed the Care in theſe Countnes, 
as they do in Guizny, and America ; bur 
lam apt to think, upon the beft inqui 
tion'I:could make, that rhey are a 
great Afke, or have been guilty of roo 
much'/ aziry in that Pretenfion. A Pali 
tive Cure ſhall fometimes in this Diſcaſe 
impoſe upon men of judgment inſtead of 
a True one; and it may ſometimes 
happen, that perſons who have been 
very Ungrateful to their Phyſician, and 


upon 4 elapſe have applied rhemſelves(” 


to another, as is common enough, ſhall 
conceal their Relapfe, and their ſecond A 
plication, from the Firſt, whom they di- 
ligently avoid, and would perhaps _

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done ſo, though they had been never 6. 


throughly Cured, upon the ſcore of Re- 
ward. Tis hard to determine certainly, 
upon another mans. Experience ; but 
whatever ſome Phyſicians, as well as Em- 
piricks, may pretend, in order to ingra- 
tiate themſelves with Patients, or make 
—_— appear to be ſome Body, T am 
ure that Phyſicians among one another 
will hardly ever pretend to ſuch a Super- 
mo = _ or if =_ do, we 
may conclude them proba enough 
Miſtaken for the Reaſon aforeſaid. 
But whatever may be Pretended, the 
great effefts of Mercury in allaying, and 
powerfully conquering Venerial Symptoms, 


© were doubtleſs a main and conſiderable 


reaſon for the Experimenting its Virtues 
upon many other occaſions. And now it 
is not only exhibited in Yeyerial caſes, 
but in the Worms, 1n inward and out- 
ward Ulcers, in divers ſorts of Pains, and 
Defluxions , in the Thacs Paſfſio commonly 
called the Twi/ting of the Guts; and eſpe- 
cially the > Mercurius Dulcis 
is now become with many perſons a kind 
of Panacea, and is given often in Dropſies, 
TJaundies , Gout , Leprop, Kijngs Evil, 
and in all Patredinow, or foul Humoural 
Diſcales.

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Nay farther, Mercury and a few other 
Medicines have of late gained ſuch a M-- 
zopoly of Repute ia Phyſick, above the reſt 
of the Mireria Medica, that an oat 
Phyſician declared to me in Dilcourle, 
as his Opinion, that if Six only, of thoſe 
many carments Which are recom- 
mended in Pharmacy, were to ſupply the 
the whole buſineſs of Phyſick, he thooght 
the reſt might well enough be ſpared. 
The fx were theſe: Mercury, Antimony, 
Vitriol , Steel , the Cortex, and Opium. 
If thoſe fix Remedies could really have 
performed alt that is expetted from a 
Phyſician, I would heartily have thank'd 


\God, and Him, for the Information , and 


would have been glad in earneſt that 
ſo ſhort a Cut had been found our 
for the Curing 'an Infinite number of 
Diſeaſes , which miſerably aMiQ Man- 
kind. Bur I do not find that the moſt 
Popular and Eminent Pra#ifers are any 
of them come oyer to that New Opinion, 
A great variety of Roots, Herbs, Woods, 
Barks, Flowers, Fruits, Seeds, Gums, Ro- 


fines, Balſoms, Contreted TFuyces , Liquid

in the Study of Phyſick, 1 {hall defignedly 
treat of every one of thoſe ſix Remedies, 
and with as much brevity, as the nature 
of this ſmall Treatiſe does require. 
And before I proceed farther,it may not 
be amiſs to call to remembrance thole ſix 
por.

For it s utterly im- 
poſſible, &c. Thus Hippocrates, whoſe in- 
comparable works are like to the Worlds 
end to contain in reality, what we are of 
late made believe concerning Mercury, 
Antimony, aad the like, 

The truth on't is, though I am no de- 
ſpiſer of thoſe ſix great Remedies menti- 
oned before, fo far as they are really uſe- 
ful to the Praftice of Phyſik, yet I have 
in duty been a little concern'd, that all 
the Acquilitions and Obſervations of the 
Ancients ſhould come to be ſo extrava- 
panty undervalued, that half a dozen 

inds of Medicines ſhould be thought, 
everi ia the Opinion of an ingenious Phy- 
H 2 ſician 
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ſitian, capable of anſwering ſo many ſe- 
veral Indications, and of fuiting to ſuch 
variety of Diſeaſes and Conſtitutions. And 
I did immedietely reſolve within my ſelf, 
that I would ſome time or other uſe my 
ſmall endeavour to oppale the dangerous 
effes of ſuch Opinions. If I have now 
but rather touch'd upon what might 
have been much more Excellently and 
more Learnedly performed, yer I hope 
it will be no Diſſervice to ſo U/eful a Fa 
eulty, to do a little in- its Vindication, 
For if once the Profeſſion it ſelf cogene- 
rates into Emprriciſm, as the Pretenſion of 
a few Catholicons and Panaceas, if favoured 
— too much, muſt make it, the Method will 
ſoon ſeem Ds/l, and the Diagnefichs, and 
Prognoſticks will by degrees belaid aſide ; 
nd; a man who miſ-ſpends all his time in 
the Study of Inſeffs inſtead of Mexs 
Bodies, and in little Cariofities of no mo- 
ment, inſtead of the Aftual Care of D;- 
ſeaſes, ſhall with a few neat and plauſible 
Preparations throw the Dye upon mens 
Lives, as a Spaniſh. Empirick 'is recorded 
literally to have done. But whatever 
may be pretended, we ſhall certainly find 
at laſt, that all Auchors are not therefore 
neceſſarily Dull, becauſe _ are Long, 
as Long as the ſubjeA might properl 
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enough require ; that the Shorreft Catrs 
are not on the Beſt, to inform an In- 
quirer ina Long Art, Tiyvy paxpy 3 that the 
Ancient Principles of Phyſick are not now 
more [Aperinen , or falſe, than they 
were in the days of old, for what is once 
True in its ſelf is always True; and laſtly, 
that no man who has not throughly im- 
bibed thole Ancient Principles, can ever 
be iproperly eſteemed to Cure any one 
Diſedf, unleſs meerly by Accident , by 
coming upon the Declination of the Dz- 
ſeaſe, or after a Regular uſe of Univerſal 
Evacuations by fome Legal Phyſician, or 


in ſome flight indifferent caſes. For 155.de-vu- 


the ſame Hippocrates does take notice, 
that 1 Phyſicians, or Ienorant Pretenders 
to Phyſfick , cannot be ſufficiently diſco- 
vered in Triw4a/ Diſtempers, but that the 
Certain Teſt of a True or Falſe Prattitioner 
is only to be made in Greaz and Dangerous 
Diſeaſes. A very ſorry Pilot, and one 
that underſtands his buſineſs bur lictle, 
can tell how to Steer a Ship in Fair Weas» 
ther, and out of Danger ; but when the 
Winds blow violently, the Seas Roar, and 
Rocks or Sands are near, the Tonorance 
and inſufficiency of the Pi/or is then nota- 
rioully betrayed, when R—_ it 1s t00 
latg to redreſs their folly, in expoſing 
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Precious Lives to the moſt uncertain Con- 
duCtof an Ionorant Pretender. 

\ But to return, Dioſcorides, as thoſe 0- 
thers before, did think Quickſilver 
taken inwardly was a Deſtrutive Poiſon. 
Auer NN Yu e32emlu} 7:39457, And moſt of 
the firſt Oppoſers of Chymiftry in later 
times did run into the ſame Extream. But 
we find upon better grounds, that they 
were under a great Miſtake', and that 
Crude Mercury is often times a Good Re- 
»edy both in Infuſion, and Subſtance, - Its 
Infuſion in fair Water, 1s not only a pret- 
ty: and ſuitable, but an innocent , nay 
uſeful Remedy for Children in the Worms, 
as Barice//us recommends it , and moſt 
Phyſicians are now convinced concerning. 
And in Subſtance, not only Braſſavols, 
Mautthiolus, Horatius Angenius, &c. have 
thought fit to approve of it ; but a great 
many of our moſt Eminent Modern Pratti- 
fers have concurred in its exhibition, up- 
on the like, and other accounts. And 
therefore it a very odd Story, which 
Scho'tzius communicated in a Letter to 
the Famous Schenkius of a certain perſon 
who had accuſtomed his Body to the uſe 
of Mercury ofner than ordinary, and it 
ſeems upon lifring up, or letting fall his 
Arm, the Quickſilver did appear to ſlide

a whole bed-roll of Ill Accidents from an 
indiſcreet uſe of Quickſilver different ways; 
yet I cannot think it fo 7ztrinſccally and 
Eſſentially a Poiſon, as ſome of them 
would thereby inlinuate. '-The Irregalar, 
or Accidental miſuſe of a thing, is always 
extraneous to its Intrinſical Nature, It 
may be bad enough , without being the 
worſt of alt; with the help of Chymiſtry 
indeed it may be Prepared, or Sublimed 
into a may as bad as the worſt ; but un- 
leſs you help it to prove Pernicious by 
Rules of Art, unleſs you prefume to take 
it as boldly as Aliment, and forget that it 
15, or may be a Medicament, which is not 
to be played with ; laſtly,if u_ Peo- 
ple do'nt venture upon 1t of heir own 
head, without the Advice of ſome Able 
Phyfician, 1 cannot tell how to mark it 
with {o black a Coal, or condemn it abſo- 
lutely ſo much as ſome Worthy Authors 
have pleaſed to think fit. In the gene- 
ral, I conceive the ſame Ryale may ſerve 
for the uſe of M-rcury, as I faid before of 
Acid Corroſtoe Spirits ; this, as thoſe,may 
4 proye of good uſe upon ome Greas, and 
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Proper occaſions, if adminiftred cautiouſly, 
and ſoon diſuſed again ; nay Mercury ſhall 
upon many urgent Symptoms plainly 
enough work wonders, if its effeQts be 
not again ſpoiled by an unreaſonable, and 
over-long continuation. 

We all know, that Sub/imate Corrofive, 
a Preparation of Mercury , is one of the 
Rankeſt Poiſons that Art can furniſh us 
with; and though four parts of this Po 
ſon joyned with three parts of Crude Mer- 
cury, may be Sublimed into Mercurites Dul- 
c«; and this Mercarivs Dulcis, other- 
wiſe called the Mi/4 Dragon, or other- 
-wiſe the White Devil, may be fo often 
Sublimed, or Dulcified, 'till at laſt it ſhall 
loſe all its Purgative quality, and will not 
ſo naturally tend downwards, as towards 
a Salivation ; yet let it be Prepared how 
we will, or Sub/imedas often as we pleaſe, 
lam very apt to believe, it will never 
prove ſo Innocent, and perhaps Effettual a 
Medicine as the Unprepared Quickſilver. 
Paracelſus aflerts concerning Mercury,

by the Spagyrick Art, which is able ' to nar. de 
make a man Hmortal.

Its Preparations were found to 
be ſuch Violent Emeticks, and Catharticks, |< 
that moſt Good men did think it better, | 
both in Prudence and Honeſty, never to 
uſe them at all, than to experiment the 
effefts of ſuch Medicines, as might likely 
enough through their great ſtrength and 
force have =y Dangerous, if not Fatal 
conſequences. And Sayrws therefore urges ,,, .,,,. 
ats total omiſſion, as matter of Conſcience 1g. cap. 16 
to his Readers ; and that we ought not 

upon any account to uſe ſuch Yehement 
Medicines as are thence Prepared. And 

for this reaſon thoſe Worthy Phyſicians, 

who upon the firſt great noiſe and Fame 

of Antimonial and M-rcurial Preparations, 

were Zealous Oppofers of them , and 

would not have admitted them at all into 
Praftice, if they could have help'd it, are 

not to be blamed ſo much as ſome will 

-faſhly judge of them. They ſhewed 
themſelves rather Honeſt, than Moroſe, 

and no doubt they did their Duty at thar 

time, in ſhewing the Rocks and immi- 

nent dangers that men were likely to 

ſplit upon. Can any man thiak ir would 

have been proper for thoſe Phyſicians,

who 
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who were placed in the moſt conſpicuous 
Poſts, who were generally acknowledged 
by wiſe and impartial men to have de- 
ſerved the / higheſt ſtation in Phyſick? 
would it have been proper for them to 
have fate ſtill and, quiet, folded their 
hands and only ſighed , whea the firſt 
Violent Experiments were made on thoſe 
SubjeAs ? No, it was time to Toll the 
Bell, when one Foot was in the Grave, 
when the ſtrongeſt Emeticks, and Cathar- 
ticks were cryed up upon all. occaſions. 
For thoſe firſt Chymi/ts, whobrought Ap- 
timony and Mercury into Play, were as 
abſolutely Oppoſite to all Galenica! Reme- 
dies, as the Phyſicians were againſt the 
Chymical. The Chymiſts fancied all the * 
Remedies, which had ſerved the World 
before, to be Unclean and Impure, and 
*till they had been Purified, Refined, Di- 
filled, Separated from groſs parts, and the 
virtues ſome way or other Extraed,none 
of them were to be uſed. Now con- 
ſidering the amazing effefts of Antimo- 
nial Preparations, that they did generally 
run into the moſt Yehement Emeticks, and 
that thole Emeticks were recommended 
on all occaſions, as if all former Remedies 
of that, or other kinds were dull, infig- 
nificant, unlavoury , and improper , we 
ought 
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ought not to condemn too much choſe 
Learned.and Emizent men , who ftoutl 
defended the Antient Phyſick, and Zeal- 
ouſly oppoſed Innovations of ſo great con- 
ſequence, 

It is not to be denyed, but that the 4s: 
of Phyſick is now very much beholding to 
the Preparations from Antimony and Mer - 
cury ; 1 mean, while they are confined

Now 
there is a very great difference between 
che Vegetable, and the Mineral extream 
Remeates : Though they are both dange- 
rous in their Nature, and may be alike 
miſchievoully uſed, yet they are not both 
cqually ſubje&to do miſchief. For it is to 
be noted concerning Minerals,that both as 
they are in their Natural Impurittes,and as 
they are Purified by Chymical Preparations, 
they do perpetually (ſome ſay) ora long 
time at leaſt communicate their Proper- 
ties to ſuch Liquors as they are put into : 
as in the Crocw, and Regulus of Anti- 
mony, 1n Quickſilver, and the Filings of 
Iron.” . Their virtue 1s not ſoon ſpent in 
Ififion, but will with much the ſame, 
ſome ſay with thy very ſame force im- 
pregnate divers Liquors one after anb- 
ther, as they did at firſt. And thus all 
Antimonial or Mercurial Emetichs , bein 

receivedinto the Stomach, and fixing their 
Mixeral particles within the Pliceor folds 


of 
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of chatPart,though by frequent irritations 
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or provocations to Vomit they may ſeem _ 


to have ſpent great part of their force, yet 
they will for that reaſon along time con- 
tinue their Spaſmedical Irritations until Na- 
tire has loſt all her ſtrength,and therefore 
ends in a fhnal ceſſation from Action, and 
the Light is extinguiſhed in irrecoverable 
Darkneſs. When the'Body of a Mineral 
is throughly opened by Preparation, and 
the irritating S-/phurs let looſe, and urged 
to do their worſt, it will be harder s 
we are aware to Tame ſuch Powerful 
Enemies, and the skill of the greateſt 
Phyſician muſt be often forced to yield. 
And that M:nerals are not eaſily tranl- 
formed into qther kinds, nor can by Ar: 
be compelleFato loſe their Primitive 
Nature, may be _Y enough perceived 
by the aſſiſtance © Microſcopes : for 
though the - Precip/tates of Mercury, and 
the Sweer, and Corroſive Sublimate , do 
look more like fine Sug ar than Quick wer; 
and one would think the Acid Spirits.had 
fairly divided the M-rcarial parts , when 
they had quite diſappeared 1n a' clear Li- 
quor ; yet upon view of thoſe 'Prepars- 
tions with Glaſſes,they plainly enough»ap- 
pear 1n their Primitive Natural Form, 
and diſcover that all that the Preparation 
I 3 could 
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could do, was t6 mike ther Dangerous 
Hypocrites. And beſides, how eafre is ir 
to reduce all the Preparations of Mercury 
into Quickſilver as at firſt, thoſe of Saturn 
into Lead again, and fo of Antimony, and 
the reſt? There is great $kill indeed re- 
quired to deſtroy in them the power of 
Revification, but very little Art will ſerve 
to Revive them, 

The bold and frequent uſe therefore of 
Mineral Medicines can never be too ſeri- 
ouſly conſidered and weighed. Even T as- 
rology might be excuſed on fo important a 
ſubjeft, For things of ſo great conſe- 
quence will not, cannot fink equally deep 
into every mans head, One perhaps does 
regard but little what becomes of his P- 
tients , all his thoughts may run along 
with his Profir or Ambition ; another en- 
flaves his judgment to ſuch Authors as 
agree beſt with his own Inclination, and 
rhis man can no more determine Truth in 
doubtful matters, than a man _ 
in Love can give an impartial Character 
of his Miſtreſſes Beauty ; a third perhaps 
has Heen bred up with ſtrong and ground. 
teſs Prejudices under ſach or ſuch a Ma- 
fter, and at, a venture he is paſſionately 
and unre1ſonably for or againit Chymiſtry, 
or for or againſt Merhod, as he has 
happened 
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happened to be taught. But I dare be 
bold to ſay, that LondwWFis now as ha 
in ſincere, \inprejudiced, and profoundly 
judicious perſons in the Faculty of Phy- 
ſick, as any one place now in Emrope, and 
conſequently in the World. And there- 
fore though an Empiricks Skull be thick, 
and his temper molt obſtinately perverſe, 
though you may ſooner knock out his 
Brains, than beat Reaſon into his Noddle, 
yet our Mex of Art and Abilities are ge- 
nerally willing to receive a Rational hint, 
let it come from whence it will, whither 
from France, or Germany, or even from 
among our Se/ves, | 
But not to deviate too far : Crude An- 
timony is 10 far from being Emerick, Ca- 
thartick , or any ways deleterious , that 
both in I»fuſion and Decot:on it has hard- 
ly any fort of /exſib/e operation. Some do 
eſteem it to be a Mild Diaphoretick , and 
others do conceive that it will ſerve to 
Sweeten the Bloud. It is probable enough, 
that ic might make ſome good Alterations 
in bodies, if ic were more frequently 
tried on ſome proper occaſions. But the 
numerous Preparations from it have very 
much prevented a right judgment of the 
effets of Crude Antimony , and where it 
has been tried , it has commonly been 
I'4 among 
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among a Rhr/ody of other Ingredients, (0 
that no Certain Determination has yet 
been made concerning the thing ſimply in 
it ſelf. Indeed nm, ba magnified it as 
a very notable Arcanum in Venerial Caſes. 
But M-rcury has been fo great a ſharer 
with it in the Cures, that it is hard to 
diſtinguiſh truly how much, or rather 
how little it has contributed. 

I call it Crude, rather in compliance to 
the vulgar acception of it, or in oppoli- 
tion to the Preparations from it, thanin 
regard of a ſuppoſed real Crudity. For 
the Antimony of the Shops, ſuch as only 
is uſed, is Melted down , and Separated 


from the Farth that IS Naturally mix'd 


with it. A little of the Mizeral Antimony 
my be ſometimes found at the Druggi/ts, 
and ſeen for a Curioſity, as likewiſe the 
Mineral Cinnabar, Iron, Vitriol, &c. But 
they do firſt generally undergo, a Fuſion, 
Sublimation, Decoition, or Cryſtallization, 
' before they are conveyed about for ule. ' 

The Regulus of Antimony 1s uſnally the 
fiſt tryal upon it, and from the Regulus 
Melted again, and caſt into Moulds, did 
rroceed the Antimonial Cup fo famous in 
former days, and the Perpeti.al Pill, ſo 
called becauſe it was a Meaicire for Life ; 
the Pill ſwallowed, anJ waſted twenty 
ſryeral 
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ſeveral times, or as long as they pleaſed, 

was thought to loſe nothing of 1ts Eme- 

tick virtue ; and fo the Cyp with a Glaſs 

of Wine flPd into it for a few hours, was 
' a ready and conſtant Vomit. But thoſe 

days are now pretty well over ;' it 5 now 

as rare to meet will the ſaid Cup, or Pill, 

as heretofore it was common. Whither 

the Regulus was thought at laſt not to be 

Pure enough , for a delicious Chymical 
Palate; or that it was not thought frog 

enough , after the Glaſs, the Flowerg, 

the Sulphur Aiiratum of Antimony, &c. 

came to be better known. However it 

rook its turn, and gave way to the Next, 

according to the.Chymiſts pleaſure, 

From the Crocas Metallorum, or Liver 
of Antimony, we have the Aquza' Bexe- 
difta, or Vinum Benedittum, the Water, 
or rather Mime, which has been found to 
produce Happy- and Bleſſed effeQs in di- 
vers Stubborn and Chronical. Diſtempers, 
eſpecially when managed with that Cat- 
tion and Tenderneſs which Good Phy- 
ficians are wont to obſerve in the uſe of 
Remedies of this nature, The Ancient 
Phyſicians had their Hier as as well as our 
Modern Chymiſts; but thoſe of the Anci- 
ents, if they contained any ſtronger Pur. 
gative than ordinary, were Sapttified 
with 
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with excellent CorredFince, Coraials, and 
Aramazticks , which ſerved. as much to 
keep upthe. Srrengrh apd Vigour of their 
tengs ,. as. the Purgative Was aps to 

Veaken them, Whereas thoſe Chymiſts 
who. firſt Chri/tned Violent Emeticks with 
the Title of Bleſſed, and the like , did 
quite, forget thoſe Cordja! Corredtives, 
Ihic were heretofore thought neceſſary, 
in Order to deſerve lo Gloriows a Name. 
Nor has our Diþenſatory, been wanting in 
this pareicylar , in our Emtick Infuſion, 
called /inum Benedittym. 

The Glas of Antinpon the Red Flowers, 
the Golden Sulphur, andthe Poyger of AL. 
garot, or Mexcurim#s vite, deſerve to be 
writ rather in Redthan Go/dex Charaters. 
But they are the chief 4rcanz of an Em- 
piricg Treaſury ; the more Dangerous, and 
Violent a Medicine 1s in its ſelf, the more 
acceptable it is 'to a heedleſs Empirick, 
and he ſhall ſet forth its Praiſes with the 
greater earneſtnels, | 

' 4ntimonjuns Dia haoreticum,the Cinnabar 


of Antimony, and Bezoar Mineral are Dia- 


horeticks which haye been highly com- 
mended. The firſt is the more Innocent, 
bur the.two latter have been more Cele- 
brated, becauſe they owe their Original 
to a moſt Corroſive Canſtict, the Butter of 
'— _ 
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Antimony. The two fiſt, if careleſsly 
kept, grown. a little ſtale, and ſuffered 
to-partake of the Nitro-aerial Volatile Spi- 
rit, will be apt to tura Ezzecick inſtead of 
Diaphoretick, as allo the Ceruſſe of Ants- 
mony ; and the Bezoar Mineral 1 have 
ſometimes known to turn Cathartick. For 
itis ina manner —_— to make a Mz. 
meral not to be a ral fundamentally, 
and to incapacitate it fromTeturning into 
its Mizersl nature. Nor is it a little re- 
markable, what Monſieur Lemery aflures 
us, that after he and Monſieur S:ignerte 
had Diſtilled S9piric of Salt from Common 
Salt, he expoſed the matter remaini 

in the Retore after Diſtillation ——_ 
times to the Ar, and it re-impregnated 
with New Spirits, which were again 
Diſtilled off to half the quantity of the 
matter, And Sejgwette aff he had 
done it nine times one after another. 

Now thoſe Preparations of Antimony 
which are only efteemed Sudorifick, 
perhaps are little elſe, if carefully Pre- 
pol, may doubtleſs be uſed with greater 
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Courſe

Diaphoreticum to be taken almoſt every 
day for above a year together, and the 
Maid grew perfettly well again, notwith- 
ſtanding that he had in van tried'divers 
other Remedies before. But a year was a 
great while, and the Maid but Young, 
and conſequently her Infirmity the lels 
Incurable. However I ſhall leave the 
Story to others to muſe upon, and at 
lerfure to paſs their cenſures. The Pre- 
paration being made of Crude Antimony 
and /VViter, I take to conſiſt of more Inn- 
cent em than the Bezoardick Mine- 
ral produttions from Butter of Antimony, 
though that Bez-ar (as *tis called) be 
much recommended by Excellent Au- 
thors, and particularly the Incomparable 
Riveriws in many places of his Pradice. 
Notwithſtanding what has been faid, 
we muſt ſometimes allow the uſe even of 
Vehement Remedies in Vehement Caſes. 
Andthe Irregular, or Indiſcreet uſe of 
them by Iznorant Empiricks will neyer be 
a ſufficient Plea to Bar then, when there 
. 1s Great occaſion. In many Cephalick, 
Epileptick , and fomerimes Arthritick Di- 
ſtempers, Lenitives will prove to be but 
ineffectual, and even the ſtrong Antimo- 
nial Emiticks may with due Caution and 
Con- 
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Conſideration have a remarkable place in 
Medicine. But wherever they. may be 
thought- needful, a Good Phyſictan'is a 
much more proper Judge , when, and 
whennot, what, and what may not be 
uſed, than a Bigotted Pretender to Chy- 
miſtry. We may conclude with our Great 
Hippocrates his Judgment in thoſe mat- 
ters, in his Excellent Book de Locis in 
homine , he thus delivers his mind :

may find in it that which is Hot and Cold, 
Attenuative and Incraſſant , Aperitive and 
Aſtringent., Coagulative and Diſſolvent, 
and that which is Corroborative , PurMtive 
and Sudorifick, But this muſt be under- 
ſtood of him, as he was a Chymiſt, and an 
Aſſertor of Chymiſtry, rather than as he 
was a Phyſician. And it muſt $e remem- 
bred, that he ſaid it in his Townger days, 
when his Fancy was predominant, and 
his Paſſhons had the government of his 
underſtanding. But when P>adice and 
Experience had Fix'd his Volatile Imagina- 
tion, he never Counſclled any of his Pa- 
tients to ſeek for an abſolute relief in the 
Preparations of this Mineral. He choſe 
rather to preſcribe them a Regular and 
Proper Dzet, and put the ſtreſs of his 
Cures on a Methodical Adminiſtration of 
different Medicines, both Chymical and 
Galenical, as he found the caſes did re- 
quire. Apain, a man of Parts and Inge- 
nuity may be apt ſometimes to dote on 
Particular Preparations abundantly more 
than they deſerve. And it is a certain 
Fate peculiar toChymiſts ( and for ought 
I can ſee it may be fo to the Worlds end, 
unleſs Preparations do ſtrangely loſe their 
credit) extravagantly to s. = fg _ 
ka they 
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they have taken great pains to compole, 
and their thoughts ſhall be far more 19- 
tenſe in the Furnace and the Laboratory, 
than in the S;c+ body , or the honle of 
Sickneſs. 

Vitriol 1s fo called from its Tranſpa- 
rency, like unto YVitram, Glaſs. There 
are Gveral ſorts of it, but the White is by 
all eſteemed the Milder. And the White 
Crude, or as Crude as we have it from the 
Druggiſts, without any farther Prepara- 


tion, 1s a very Excellent, becauſe Mild 


and Safe Emetick. Phyſicians in general do 


. rather chuſe to Preſcribe the Sal Vitriol;, 


and Vitriolum album Depuratum , as ha- 
ving a better opinion of them upon the 
account of their being Preparations, and 
poſſibly ſome may quietly go along with 
the ſtream, without muc refledfion on 
the matter. But whenever they are Pre« 
ſcribed, how properly and knowingly ſo- 
ever , they are rather a ſhot at random, 
as it happens, than any Certainty to the 
Preſcriber. For moſt of our Apothecaries, 
if not all, who diſpenſe theſe M-4dicines, 
are in a great M7, uncertainty, and con- 
fuſion about them. The Common, Ihre 
Vitriol, as it is had from the Draggiſts, 
is accounted Crade, and therefore, as ſuch, 
is but little eſteemed for inward ule ; al- 

K though 
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though in reality, that, and all other //:- 
triols are Depurated, before eyer they are 
Bought and Sold. Ir is a very rare . thing 
indeed to meet with the Native, really 
Crude Vitriol of any ſort ; it is digged out 
of the Mines in a Vitriolick Earth , and 
lometimes they meet with a Lump of /:- 
triol even as Pure as they Prepare it, and 
when they do, they keep it by themAor 
a Rarity to ſhew to Strangers. There- 
fore all our V;trio/ is made by Artificial 
Solution, Cottion, Filtration, and Coagula- 
tion, and conſequently it is Depurated be- 
fore we have it, nor can we obtain any 
of the more Impure or Crude, unleſs we 
{end on purpole tor it.

Therefore that I might be ſure what I 
do, and do no more than I willingly 
would,(for the $a/ Vitriolr, and the Depy- 
ratum, do not fo little difter in ſtrength 
as that it is not worth the while to mind 
it) I have a good while confined my felt 
to the Plain, Crudeſt we have, and among 
K 2 us 
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us Unprepared Vitriol., For 1 would nei- 
ther be impoſed upon, with Calcined Salt 
for the Depurated Vitriol, nor willingly 
miſs my aim, if I had occaſion for a /o- 
mit as {trong as the Salt, The Vinum Be- 
nediftum 1s ready, where-we cannot be 
ſure of the Salt ; and in Bodies or 
Diſeaſes, which do mt require a ſtrong 
Vomit, the plain White Vitriol is a very 
good one, and I apt to think abundanly 
the better, for being one of the M;/a:/# 
in nature, at leaſt of thoſe that arc M:- 
neral, And it 1s not a little Material, that 
a Phyſician may manage Vitriolick Vomits, 
and eſpecially this laſt, even how he 
pleaſes himſelf; which is not ſo, of the 
ſtronger, thoſe that are Mercurial, or 
Antimonial. He will\þardly loſe much 
time, if in tickliſh caſts he vouchſafes to 
ſtay with his Patient from the beginning 
totheend of its Operation. It may be 
urged with ſucceſſive Doſes, as he thinks 
it moſt convenient, or the Doſe or Doſes 
may be remitted, and the Operation 
made to deſiſt in good time. And Yo- 
mits are a fort of Remedy, which requires 
more than ordinary care and caution, 
They are ſo exceeding Good a Remedy, 
where they are proper, and do in many 
cales ſo far excel the power of other Pur- 
gatives, 
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gatives, that it is a very happy thing to 
have ſuch Yoznits in a readineſs, as where 
they are needful, we never need fear the 
conſequence of, and yer may reaſonably 
expect no ſmall Benefit from. 

And that the very Native Vitriol, with 
its ſuppoſed Natural Impurities, and with- 
out any Chymical Purification , or Prepa- 
ration, 15 NO Bad Medicine, we may rea- 
ſonably imagine, partly from the Mz/4 
Operation of the Vitriol that we have, and 
partly from thoſe Admirable effeCts that 
are known and granted to proceed from 
Vitriolick Mineral Waterss, adviſedly and 
properly taken. Thoſe waters which 
partake of Martial, or Vitriolick Princi- 
ples are generally by Phyſicians recom- 
mended above all others. And hence our 
Tunbridge-Waters are come to be fo Fa. 
mous. They are both of them very near- 
ly related, Iro» conſiſting of a YVitriolick 
Salt among its other Principles, and Vi- 
triol being thought capable of turning 
Iron into Copper. Sennertus maintains this 
laſt, with greater earneſtneſs than ordi- 
nary ; as that there are (/7triolick) Foun- 
t4ins in the Hill Carpathas neat the Town 
Smolnitium in Hungary, into which if you 

ut a quaintity of Io», it will ſoon turn 
into the Beſt Copper. Nay, that not only 
K 3 Na- 
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Nataral but Artificial Waters will do it, 
and that if you pur but Iron into a made 
Vitriolick Water, a Red. Powder will be 
found 1n it, which being Melted proves 
to be Copper. To the truth of thoſe kind 
of Experiments I have ſpoken before, in 
Chip. 6. Bur as for the Mineral Waters 
which chiefly partake of _Y:rriolick , 
and. Martial Principles, they are happily 
found to produce excellent effects in di- 
vers itubborn Chronxical Diſtempers. And 
as they are Unprepared by Art, according 
'to N=tures plain and often wholeſom 
way, they are no deſpicable M-4:cine for 
the greateſt perſons among us ; whereas 
the Curious Preparations of the toreſaid 
Minerals are rather ſaid, than granted to 
work wonders on the generality , and 
Wife men have ever been tender and 
Saſpitions at leaſt of Experimenting their 
effeAs upon rheir own bodies. 

And for the Excellency of Natural Re- 
mo dies, and Natural Mineral W ters, that 
they are Bl:/14os5 from Heaven , which 
c00d uſe may be made of, when-direQed 
to by Phyſicians, I ſhall here inſert a ver 
remarkable {tory out of Braſſavols which 
we may the rather believe to be True 
becauſe he delivers with it the Roga/ Au" 
thority .he had: for the Relation.

To return to our ſubjeQ, YVitriol : Sen- 
nertus treading in the footſteps of man 
Ancient Authors, reckons it to be no le 
than a Poiſon, in his Catalogue of ſuch 
Poiſons as are taken from Mizerals and 
Metals ; and becauſe it moves a Naufeeyſ- 
neſs, and Vomiting, he thinks it to con- 
tain ſome Malignity in its nature. Where. 
as ſome of the moſt Innocent things of all, 
as Luke-warm water, will do the ſame. 
But if it be taken in an immoderate quan- 
tity, and happens not to work at all up- 
wards, it may indeed, as he ſays, Corrode 


the Stomach, cauſe a Dyſentery, and a great 


Thirſt with it ; which rather ſhews, that 
care muſt be taken to provoke a Yomit 
after them,if they will not work of them.

And yet Iam far from being of Bo- 
vins the Empiricks mind , ' who would 
needs have it be an unparrallePd Remedy 
againiſt all Djſeaſes , only by mixing it 
with Appropriate diſtil”d waters, with Balm, 
Marjoram, or Bugloſs water , it muſt be a 
certain Remedy for the Head-ach and Vey- 
tigo*s ; with Roſe-water it is to Cure.

eaſes, We had a prating illiterate Mox- 
fiewr \waggering among us not long ſince 
(the now forgotten Rabel!) who, if it 
were poſſible, would have put down 
Bovias, and did peremptorily pretend to 
Care Pox, Plague, Scurvy, &c. with 
this ſame $pirit,or rather Cauſtick Oyl Dul- 
cified, -and exhibited 1n _—_—_— Li- 
quors, Or Decoftions, But he loon quit- 
ted our Engliſh Stage, having over-Atted 
his Part; -- for ſome of his Patients , 
from Aadorers 'of the Harlot V-xws, in 
whoſe Sefvice they had been ſecrerly 
wounded;; became Sons of Mars againſt 
their New Undertaker, Monſieur Rabel; 
and I have heard, if he had ſtaid longer, 
would have revenged their yp tw 4 fe- 
verely,' which it ſeems they doubly un- 
derwent, both from the French Diſeaſe, 
and the French Pretender.

4 lebrated Remedies, and perhaps not 
inferior to the beſt Medicine we have in 
the Cure of Chronical Diſtempers. A great 
part of lingring Chronical Diſeaſes are re- 
ducible to Scorbutick, Hypochondriacal, or 


fieri; which are not yet perfealy formed 
in Regular, Diſtinitive, and Pathognomo- 
nical Symptoms, are ſoon determined to 
be either Scurvy, Melancholy, or Vapours, 
and in thoſe caſes powerful Alteratives 
and Aperitives, {uch as Chalybeats, are of 
no mean ule, 

The plain Filings of Iron powdered, or 
infuſed, though a much better Remedy 
than Sree/, yer do uſually go under the 
denomination of Chalybeats/ar Steel, theſe 
laſt being more Popnlar Names , both 
among the YVulzar, and former Phyſicians. 
Steel 15 eſteemed to be more Purified than 
Tron, and indeed it is abundantly more 
Pure, as to Common Uſes, but as for Phy- 
fick, it is more Refined than it ſhould 
be; for it is by Calcination diſpoſleſt 
of great part of that Aperitive Salr, 
which we are {o very much beholding 

to 
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to for the powerful Opening of Ob/truitions. 
A Critical cognizance of its Chymical 
Principles, is of no great conlequence to 
the intrinſick efficacy of the Mer«l Simply 
iQ it ſelf, + And therefore though A4lber- 
tus Magnus, Schroder, and others, do 
think it to conſiſt of a more Impure Mer- 
cury, and Sulphur, yet this ſuppoſed Na+ 
tural Impurity is no $90d prejudice to the 
Phyſical Excellency of Iron. If it had con- 
fitted of a Purer Mercury, 1t might poſſi» 
bly have been much the war/e, becauſe 
more Daxgerows as to ule, with its more 
Mercurial qualifications. But if I may 
give my opinion in this matter, it ſeems 
to conſiſt of a Vztriolick Salt, and ſome Sul- 
phur,and Earth, not ill Digeſted together. 
And that Impurities themſelves, or the 
very Feces of Metals, are no ſuch Con 
temptible'things, the admirable endow- 
ments of Litharge, and its temperate Say- 
cotick nature, may ſufficiently demon-- 
ſtrate. Hence the Ungnuentum Nutritum, 
(and de Minio) the Explaſtrum Diachylox 
Simplex (too much neglefted, or for- 
gotten) the Empl. de Minio Comp. and 
the Dizpe/ma, are much beholden to our 
Impure Litharge, And in inveterate Ulcers 
| ſhould rather ſuſpe& the Sal Lithargyrit, 
frve Alunsen Saturni, or the Olewm Lithar-

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gmrii rubrum, than the plain Tecrement, 
Litharge. 1 could inculcate. the ſame 
Argument with the virtues of Pompholix, 
another 'Recremepr of Metals. But the 
preſent ſubject '{rom, without any nice 


Preparation, beſides its firſt Fuſioh, and. 


ſeparation from earth, will appear proof 
enough, how exceeding kind Nature has 
been unto us, 1n providing us even the 
beſt fort of Remedies ready. Prepared to 
our hatid , and whereof excellent uſe 
may be made, if we will not. ſpoil them, 
to gratine Fancy, or a Proud Wit, |by 
unneceſſary Preparations. ' And a late 
Worthy Looden inſinuated, that the 
Crude Mineral Iron, as it is digged out 
of the earth, 1s more efficacious 1n ſtub- 
born Diſeaſes, than the Jrow, which has 
undergone but the firſt Parification, or 
Preparation, Faſion.

Or Syrup. de 
abſyn. be made into Pills; - or elſe given 
in EGaary, or Bolus; or with Roſe-water, 
and-fine Sugar, adding a few drops of Oy/ 
of Cinnamon, be made into Lozenges ; to 
be uſed, or continued, according to the 
judgment of the Phyſitian, after precedent 
Evacuations, and requilite Preparations 
of the Body. 

For if the body be groſs, or very full 
of: Obſtruttions, which have been a long 
time a ripening, and are become Invere- 
rate, a man may almoſt as properly take 
a Sword or a Dagger, as any ſort of Pre- 
pared, or Unprepared Mars, to Open them 
with. I have read of ſome, who upon 
Errors of that kind, upon a raſh and un- 
adviſed uſe of Chahbeata, have immedi- 


ately fallen into * Palſies; but thoſe * Ronde. 
who eſcape beſt, under fuch mm meth. cu7- 


morh. lih.1s 


management, will ſuffer great 1»flama- cap. 31. 
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tions about their Hypochondria, violent 
Pains and Head-achs, and divers Feaveriſh 
Symptoms. Whereas 'if their Ignorant 
Undertakers had Prepared the bodies of 


their Unfortunate. Patients with ſome 


diflolving Aperitives, and proper Ewvacu- 
ations, thoſe miſerable Accidents would 
ealily have been avoided. 

And it is to the terrible Conſequences 
of thoſe imprudent adminiſtrations of 
\ Chalybeats, that we muſt impute that 
violent and unreaſonable Prejudice which 
ſome People have taken againſt the trial 
of a Chalybeate Courſe. The very naming 
a Steel Courſe ſhall frighten a ſort of Peo- 
ple from doing any thing which might 
be for their good, and they will preſently 
think upon new meaſures in regard to 
Phyſik, and obſtinately neglgCt the grea- 
reſt, if not the only means (ro do them 
good. They had perhaps tampered be- 
tore with ſome [onorant Pretender, or had 
ſeen how ill their neighbour fared, from 
this deſperate Adventure, and therefore 
they chopſe to keep themſelves as. they 
are, in a Cachefick and very Infirm dif: 
poſition, rather than run hazards (they 
think) they had good reaſon to dread. 

Next to the aforeſaid Preparation of 
Steel, which ' for its freedom from af- 


teted 
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feed artifice, and for the effeQtual al. 
liſtance it receives from that excellent 
Aperitive,T artar,as well as for the eſteem 
ſo good an Author ſet _ it, does de- 
{erve no mean commendations ; next un- 
to this, I ſhall recommend a yet plainer 
Preparation, if poſſible, than the former, 
It is only the Filings of Iron wetted with 
Water, ruſted, and powdered. Lemery 
modiſhly ſtiles it a Crocus Martrs, and 
perhaps for its Warr of Art and Simpli- 
city, 1t better deſerves to be called Crocus 
in one ſenſe, than the 4fringent Crocus 


Martis does in another, being made by a , 


ſtrong Reverberatory Calcination for 
ral days, until it comes to a moſt Red, 
and Sefron colour. And this eaſie, 1n- 
artificial Medicine will prove much more 
Innocent, if not Beneficial to all, and eſpe- 
cially to all Acid, Melancholick tempera- 
ments,'than any Sa/, or Vitrioluam Martis, 
prepared with the 0y/ of Vitriol, or Sut- 
phar, although they be Dulcified. For 
let Sowrneſs, or Acidity, be contrary to 
the temper of a man, he ſhall be ſure to 
find the effeQts of its Acid nature, though 
it be {weetned with good Rore of Sugar, 
or elſe with a Sweerning 'Spirir., And 
Acids, and Preparations with Acids, are 
very contrary to the depraved temper of 
Fype- 
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Hypochondriacal and 'Hyſterical perſons , 
whoſe Bloud is too much Sowred already, 
and that makes it Stagnate in ſo many 
different places of the body, and conle- 
quently produce ſuch an Infinite variety 
of Symptoms, as often uſe to puzzle yery 


Able Phyſicians in the true nature of the + 


Diſeaſe, unleſs they pleaſe to Examine 
it with all their Wits about them. 

Bur the Salt, or Vitriol of Mars, is in 
' far greater vogue among us, than fuch 

Delpicable, becauſe eaſie Medicines, as 
the. Ruſt of Iron powdered. And how 
Willis's Preparation of Steel, one of his 
choiceſt Noſtrums, may fare with ſome 
mens liking, now *cis freely expoſed to 
their cenſure, it 1s not hard to gueſs. 
They would perhaps rather have admired 
it, if it had really worſe, and had 
partaked more of 4r;, than Goodpeſs. 
But it is better thoſe fond men ſhould be 
ſometimes diſappointed, than haye their 
fancies always tickled. Let them give 
themſelves as much needleſs trouble as 
they pleaſe, and think nothing can with- 
ſtand rhe Power of Alchymy. They will 
find at laſt, unleſs the light of their rea- 
{on be ſtrangely Eclipled, that the power 
of Nature, and Natural Remedies, 15 

much above Art, and Artificial Remedies j 
, al 
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and that mon artem nature, fed naturam 
ars imitatur, it is not Nature that muſt 
imitate Art, but Art Nature ; and accor- 
ding as any Arr comes neareſt to a lively 
imitation of NVarwre,by ſo much we eſteem 
it the more excelent ; which truth is pal- 
pably evident and indiſputably notorious 
ina great many Arts. Why therefore 
ſhould a Chymical Artiſt fondly imagine, 
that the more Natural any thing is, the 
more Impure it muſt neceſſarily be, and 
that the greater diſtance there is berweea 
Nature and his Preparations, they muſt 
needs be thought ſo much the more Re- 
fined, Purified, and Exalted ? but he that 
will prefer an Artificial before a Natural, 
a Falſe before a Trae Diamond, meerl 
becauſe it js the product of his own skill, 
will betray his folly —_ , and 
though he may be an A4r:f, will prove 
to be no Crafts-man. . 

The Sal Chalybir is in the greater re- 
queſt, both becaule it is a Chymical Pre- 
paration, and becaule it is a more palate- 
ble Remedy. Three or four or more 
grains of this Salt to a ſpoonful of Syrep, 
and this Chalybeate Syrup, exhibited in a 
pleaſant Medicated Wine, Julep, or other 
agreeable liquor, muſt needs be more po- 
pular and acceptable to the generality of

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Patients, than any more groſs, or ſenſi 
ble, though more effet#ua/, Chalybeate, 
But becauſe in ſome bodies the Sa/ Martis 
may be & good Medicine, and will ſome- 
times have very good effetts, I ſhall offer 
a Deſcription or two that are none of 
the worſt: V. Ag. raphan. comp. lumbric, 
comp.

Poiſon as Hemlock and Henbane. Saffron, 
and eſpecially our own Engliſh Saffron; 
is a Cordial of the frit rank, and will 
effeQually do the Hears more good, than 
a thouſand Pretions, or not pretions Stones, 
whither they come from the 1zdies, or 
are trod under our feet. The Stones are 
faid to be Cordials only Accidentally, and 
not Eſſentially; as Natural and good Al 
kalies they ſerve to abſorbe that Acidity in 
the body, which ſometimes cauſes grie- 
vous Pains, and Opprefſions. But Saffron 
1s intrinſecally 7 in its proper nature 
an Aamirable Cordial, and it is very un- 
happy that the Turks, and” Barbarians, 
and moſt Nations abroad ſhould gene- 
rally as one man have a better opinion 
of Saffron, than we, who are beholding 
to Providence for the beſt Szfron in$he 
whole World growing among us. Nay 
it is-{o exceeding good_a Cordial, that 
Dodonews is of the opinion, it can brin 
back Conſumptive People for ſevera 
days to Senſe and Life again, when they 
are juſt dying, and in their laſt Agony,

Curtain was drawn, and: they could and 
would leafurely and attentively conſider 
the Objett before them, the true Dimen-

Thoſe 
Tedious and moſt Obſtinate Diſeaſes were 
generally eſteemed to be % riuemns, Or 
juſt reproaches even to the Are of Phy. 
ſick, and yup humourſome cenſorious 
es who had not Grace to acknow- 
edge the Mercies of God in providing fo 
many ' Worthy men to be ready on the 

teſt exigencies of humane Life' to 
uccour and relieve them, who could 
willingly overlook all the other excellent 
and indiſputable Cares dayly performed 
by Phyſicians,” would be ever now and 
then throwing this Dire on the Faculty, 
that Phyſicians could not Cure an Ague. 
And yet this yery Reproach, if well con- 
lidered, was an unworthy Taxation, and 
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2 moſt;:/Vororiow Untrath. For there 
were thaifands of inftances, wherein 
Phyſicizar. did acquit themſelves with 
good fydoels, even in. Autwmnal Agnes, 
before ever 'the Correx was known' a. 
mong us, And yet it muſt be granted, 
that there were many perſons, who mi- 
{crably lingred a long time under Ages, 
notwithſtanding the endeavours of the 
beſt Phyſicians. But of them who were 
ſo Unhappy, ic may be conſidered, how 
many were very Irreqa/ar in point of 
Diet, and the ule of Medicizes, what un- 
fair and difingenious dealings Phyſicians do 
r00 too often privately meet with, from 
fantaſtical Narſes, and conceited Artren- 
dants, who will needs mix, and often 
prefer their lictle skills, to very Rational 
and Adviſed Preſcriptions; how often 
thoſe Afifanrs,or other pretended Friends, 
have ſhamefully prevaricated with the 
Phyſician in their falſe accounts of many 
Medicines being duly taken, which were 
officiouily conveyed out at the Window ; 
and laſtly, how many giddy Patients 
have been ſoon tired with a Coxr/ſe of 
Phyſik in oe week, which might pro- 
bably enough have had ſufficient effe, 
if they had but perſiſted a Mon#h, or 
TWO, 

/ Again, 
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Again, there were divers Febrifuges, 
which Sober Authors have delivered with 
great aſſurance, that have performed 
enough and enough to vindicate the Re- 
putatron our” Art deſerves. I ſhall men- 
tion but one, and that was Riveriws his 
famous Febrifuge, which conliſting of 
manifeſt Ewacuetions both upwards and 
downwards, and being therein diametri- 
cally oppoſite to the Operation of the Cor- 
tex, which is imperceptible and inſenſ1- 
ble in its operation, this was enough to 
flence that common Opprobriam of unrea- 
ſonable men, and to demonſtrate what 
the Power of Art, and a Skillfxl hand 
could do, when together joyned. More- 
over, Agues in all Countries will not ad- 
mit the very ſame Method of Cure, nor 
would the /ame Medicine be to all ahke 
effeQual, any more than the ſare Method, 
or Medicize can be eſteemed proper to all 
Countries m Continued Feavers. We may 
obſerve, that although Hezppocrates, and 
Galen, and other excellent mens Works, 
be Studied, and taught in all places of 
the World, where Learning is eſteemed, 
although the ſame Principles of Truth do 
every. where prevail, yet every Country 
_ does very differently modifie and apply 
thole very ſame Principles to each places 
particular 
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particular Temper: | The Method 'of Cure 
ſhall diverſifie, as the places differ, and 
in one and the fame Country, according 
as the Conſtitution of the Seaſon does alter; 
the nature of Epidemical Feavers will ne- 
ceflarily vary, and as the Feavers doalter, 
ſomuſt the Merhodallo ; - which ſucceſſive 
alteration of Diſeaſes, and even of Agwes 
as well as others, might very well occa- 
ſion a leſs Certain or Conſtant Cure of all 
ſorts of Feavers, until the: New Conſtitu- 
tion were throughly. underſtood. 

And yet although Phyſicians were {aid 
tobe {o Unskillful, as not to be able to 
Cure a Quartan, before the arrival of the 
Cortex, all Illiterate and Ignorant peopke 
had abundance of Iufallible Remedies ; one 
would tay a Plaifter to the Wriſts, ano- 
ther-to the Feet, a third to the Belly or 
Stomach; one would have a Charm, or 
Amulet, and othefs other fort of Knick- 
knacks, all which would never fail to 
Cure Azues, if men, had but Faithto be- 
lieve it, the Mountains would then Cer. 
tainly be removed ; and thus every place 
was well provided with Inſurers, who 
could all Cure Agzes, befides the Phyſs- 
cians, Only this was the difference; if

 toBleſs God for it, and embrace it with 
open arms ; hut conſidering thar mhoite 
variety which abounds in the World m 
all manner of refpe4s, every individual 
of the ſame Species having forne remark- 
able difference from others, and this be- 
mg the neceflary Law of every thing in 
rhe Creation, it may rather be wir than 
expetted, that owe 'and the ſame Remedy 
ſhould properly be fibfervient to a great 
many ends and —_— And TI doubt, 
if there were ſuch things 'in- reality as 
Univerſal Medicines, there wonld be but 
yery little harmony between Providence 
and the Medicine,as might plainly enough 
be made appear, if there were occaſion. 

" 1 know great Joads of the Correx will 
frog the courſe of many Feavers, almoſt 
n ſpite of Fare, and if it be piven con- 
ftantly for a Phyſical Diet, to the quan- 
tity of 2wo or three ownees a day, for many 
days wgether, which 1 have heard an 
Ingenious Phyſician boaſt of, as a ſmart 
performance, is will be apt to force a ſtop 
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to the nimble Cirewlation., but withall 
will be apt, if Iam not ſtrangely miſtaken, 
to make a perfect Blockade 1n the Brain ; 
1t may hkewiſe cauſe a fettled Coma, or 
Phrenſie, or fx an untoward Headach, or 
prepare matter for ſome violent Defluai- 
ox; all which whither they be conſiſtent 
with a True and Perfedt Cure, is ealily 
enough decided. But: again , it may 
ſooner than ordinary remove the fears of 
Death, and ſo give preſent Reputation to 
the Phyſician; its Univerſal and over- 
liberal uſe by men of underſtanding may 
encourage 1exorant, Iliiterate meddlers to 
much greater undertakings, than they 
would otherwiſe preſume to venture up 
on; and laſtly 1t may in divers caſes 
Palliate, and Cloud ftrongly thoſe Nitre-

There are a great many Remedies de- 
ſcribed by Aathas, whereof they havg

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raintyto our trial, as it is poſſible for men 
of Senſe and Integrity any ways to' con- 
trive. - One thinks the Length, and'Ca- 
riofity of his Preparation has Refined it, 
and Exalted it-above all before:; another 
has amaſſed a great. number of' Simples, 
and by taking /owething of every thing 
pleaſes himſelt to-imagine, that his Me- 
dicine:15 good for all thiogs; a third has

ſibly capable of: Caring Diſeaſes, and a 


right application of one thing after ano» 
ther, and each thing with its due cir- 
cumſtances, according to the Rules and 
Principles of Phyſick, had not been full as 
Neceſſary as the things themſelves, it is 
impoſſible, I ſay atterly Impoſſible, but » 
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this time we ſhould haye been all as abun- 
dantly farished ing the uncon- 
troulable power of divers other Medi- 
eines, as lome do now ine CONcer- 
ning the Cortex. And foraſmuch as we 
are not ſo throughly fatisfied concerning 
the unlimited or irrefiftible power of 
other Medicines, of which divers have 
had as many Evulogies, and as eminent 
Patrons, as now the Cortex has, I muſt 
needs conclude, that whoever expetts to 


Compenrnd, never io Popular, and {0 to 
reduce Phyfick to a lezyand ſuperficial per- 
farmance, will certainly find himſelf de- 
ceived in: his hopes, if he be either an 
Honeſt, or Judiciows man.

provement of Excellent Medicines, or what- 
ſoever elſe does with reaſon , appear 
to be for the Good of his Happy Sub- 
ects. 
Y” The Cortex has. of late been uſed, or 
rather tried, in all forts of Feevers, in 
Conſumptions, Epilepſies, Periodical and 
Inveterate Head-achs, Rhewmatiſmy, Gonts 
Obſtruttions of Women, the Retention of 
their Menſes, and to prevent their Abor- 
tion, being like ' Sree! adminiſtred in the 
contrary 
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contrary Indications bath of Opening and 
Binding ; it is likewiſe eſteemed a Sove- 
raign Refnedy in Hyſterical and Hypo- 
chonariacal Aﬀettions, which two do com- 
prehend a great many Sub-a;viſions.,” It 


were endleſs to name all the ſeveral caſes, _ 


wherein Curious and Ingenious men have 
eſlayed their skill with this Bark; *is, 
harder perhaps to inyent a Caſe, where- 
in it-has not been tried, than to. draw up 
a long Catalogue wherein it has. - 

The proper uſe of the Cortex in Agues 
has been excellently well delivered by a 
late Worthy Author of our own, partly in 
his Hiſtory of Feavers, and eſpecially in 
the firſt of his Epiftole' due Reſponſoric, 
to which little can be added. Only one 
thing I have obſerved in the uſe of the

And the 
uſe of thoſe Acidawwith the Cortex, being 
as-yet known to very few Perſons, I hope 
_ "this hint will not be altogether unwel- 
come to the Publick. 

Before I conclude this ſubjeQt, it may 
not be amiſs to give a Siznup Pathogno- 
monicum, Or DiſlinAive Sign, by which 
the true Cortex may be diſcerned from 
Adulterates. For a Remedy cannot be 
very Good, and very Pretiþus, but there 
are a Jort of P/eudo-Chynitfs, the Scum 
and Degeneration of Mankind, a. ſort of 
Poyſoners which really deſerve the utmoſt 
Severity of the Law, theſe Wretches, I 
- ſay, uſe all their artifice and cunning to 
Counterfeit, and reſemble it. And that 
very. particular, when known, 1s of no 
{mall moment tq the bringing the faid 
Remedy, though very Excellent in its kind, 
into negle&t and 4d:/a/e with Conliderate 
men. [I have adviſed ſome Aporhecaries, 
and others, whoſe Intereſt it is to Know 

well, what they pay ſo Dearly for, and 
” whereupon -oftentimes all hopes of Life 
do depend - (vther Remedies being laid 
alide, and this uſed as a laſt Refvge) that 
they ſhould go tothe Druggi/ts while the 
Sun ſbines, and then chooſe a good quan- 
tity at a time, - for their future uſe; -for 
holding 
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holding it in the Sun, and ing the 
Bark afunder, if they» perceive Nitrow 
ſhining particles in the ;»ward ſubſtance 
of the Bark, they need not then doubt 
the goodneſs of the Drug. Thoſe ſhin- 
ing Nz:croxs particles, or reſemblances of 
Pure Niter, can only be ſeen in the'Swr- 
ſhine, and though they may be Conn- 
rerfeired without, and an Engliſh Bark 
can be Tinttwed and Imbittered, yet 
it cannot by Art be thus impregnated 
within. 

It is not out of our Memory, when 
two drachms only of the Cortex, given an 
hour or two before the F;z, would as cer- 
tainly, or rather wore certainly put off 
the Fit for a Month, than an ounce will 
now upon our Modern exhibition aſcer- 
tain it off for a fortnight. Whither it be, 
that our Cortex 1s ift great pert, though

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bentdit. 
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moſt men as certainly as a Dagger, there 
ſeems to be ſome good reaſon for that 
Opinion, whatever now ſome Sober men 
may think to the contrary. Schenkius 
in his Obſervations (a very Curious Col- 
leftion) delivers us ſeveral inſtances of 
Perſons ſuddenly deſtroyed, not only by 
ſwallowing it into the Sromach, but by 
application of it to the Anu by way of a 
Sppoſitory, 1n Cholick Pains, Teneſmus, 
the Inward Hemorrhoids, &c. Nay it 
has been known to K//, upon an indiſ- 
creet application-eyen in the Toorh-ach. 
Tacobus Tuſt inianus, a Noble-man of Ve- 
nice, died of that Experiment. So'that I

cent a, meaſure, but ' even. Cor- 
dial ſuper-eminently: above. all others. 
But whoever deligns-to farce by-a rang 
hand the Cure of Diſeaſes, even; in ſpight 
of-nature, whither - mp the Cortex, 
or by the uncontroulable Power: of any 
other Celebrated Remedy, he- will' upon 
calm. reflection, find: himſelf unhappily 
miſtaken, if he be not tog much addicted 
to his pre-conceived' Opiaions,: and” fla- 
viſhly chained to his own thoughts. - Be- 
ſides, there are Idfoſyncraſoa's, Inexplica- 
ble Antipathies in- many bodies, both to 
Meats, and Medicines, and we ought 
with a great readineſs, and: flexibility of 
mind:to attend unto the Juwartia, and 
L edextix, uponall occalions, One hates 
the ſizht, and ſmell of an Apple, andto 
him it would be very Tyrannical to urge

of which you, may read divers Inſtances, 
both as to: Dice, and Remedies in Schen- 
chins his Obſervations, And it has been 
obſerved, that one ſort of Opiate has ab- 
ſolutely diſagreed with-perſons, ro whom 
another ſort has been as: acceptable ; the 
Diacodium agreeing, or diſagreeing; with 
this man, and the Lanudanum Liquidum 
with another, Wherefore we ought ro 
be exceeding careful of urging an Opiate 
too far upon this account, as well as the 
other before; the Intriniſccat Danger from 
the thing. it ſelf. And a good Phyſician 
onght to be as really tender of what he 
does to his Patient, as he would defire to 
be ſerved himſelf, if his own Life were 
at Stake, | He 'muſt never give. Danger- 
ous; Empirical , ot Uncertatw Remealesg 
where he thinks Safe, Iznmcent, and 4p. 
proved ones are able to pertorm the Core. * 
And above ally. he- muſt be very wary in 


the exhibition of VVarcoticks. Ludovicus Aninadys

Septalius gives —_— counfel _ prwigg'nh 
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them. MNarcotica que ftuporem ſenſui in- 
ferunt, ne temere in uſum ducantur, "ty non 
niſi in vehementiſſimis doloribas, ubi vires 
concidunt, ut ceſſantibus doloribus wires re- 
colligant. Adulatoris vero Medici erit, aut 
auram popularem captantis, ea in levibus do- 
loribus in uſum ducere. And Galen does 
warn us to be exceeding careful, even in 
the uſe of Anodynes : ' Phyſicians ought to 
avoid Exceſſes, 'as in many other kinds of 
remedies,” ſo eſpecially in thoſe that are called 
Anodynes, which are made of the Juice of 
Poppy (Opium or Meconium) or the Seed, 
or the Root of Mandrake, or from Storax. 
For thoſe who deſire to Gratifie their Pati- 
ents (more than 1s fitting) do go beyond 
all bounds in the uſe of ſuch Medicines, and 
thoſe ivho are unſeaſonably, and beyond mea- 


aye with the acuteneſs of their Pains, whilſt 
they altogether negleft the uſe of theſe Ano- 
dynes. Wherefore as in every other attion 
and toncern of our lives, ſo tn this matter 
let that wiſe Saying take place with us, Ne 
quid nimis, always propoſing the Good of 
our Patients for our End, in all we do. And 
if we have any hopes or likelihood of Curing 
them by other means, we muſt be ſare to ab- 


ſure Timorows, do ſuffer their Patients to

ſtain from Anodynes. But if, through im- 


moderate watchings, 'or conſurption of the 
ſtrength,

Arpre- 
ſent it may be ſufficient, thus to have 
ſbaken the Foundation of Chymical Babels, to 
ſhew that Nature has not been wanting, 
or «nkind to us, in her Medicinal _— 
ons, and that an Empirical uſe even of the

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us all, and wo, the Wheel of Eugur, Sa 
round, It YaJes A Man In re $, 
and is apt to depreſs him in others, and 
it 1s our part in Prudence to ſubmit our 
concerns peaceably and without froward- 
nels to the irreſiſtible and neceſſary Laws 
af, Nature and Fortiyne, or rather Provi- 
dence. It is in our power not to-negle&t 
our Duty, and to. be careful that we di- 
ligently acquit aur ſelves as we ought, 
but 1t 15 not in our power to regulate and 
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over{ſway, as we think fit, the future de- * 


termination of Contingents. 
The Field of Medicine is as large as the 
Field of Nature; and though a man may 
read, or write of af forts of things in the 
general, yet it is as umpoſlible for him to 
give an accurate and certain judgment of 
the vertues, uſes, and real intrinfick fa- 
culties of a4 ſorts of Natural Subjedts, as 
it is far one and the fame man to lay his 
foot upon every turf of the earth, or to 
number the ſands on. th& Sea-ſhore. He 
may be d/ligext in the examination of oze 
thing, and ſhall be zeg/igent 1n the exa- 
mination of o}þers. No doubt but the 
Phyſicians of former times were fuffici- 
ently fatisfied in their profound skill in 
Anatomy, and yet our Modern Azatomiſts, 
ſtanding upon their ſhoulders, have ſeen 
a 
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a great deal farther. in that Arr, and Ps 
ferity, 1 do not doubt, will upon farther 
prying into thoſe matters, diſcover more 
and more to the Worlds end. Ir is per- 
haps as convenient to the Deſipns of Pro- 
vidence, that one man ſhould buſie his 
head in Uſeleſs, as' that others ſhould in 
Uſeful things. There is as much need of 
Servile minds to perform Servile offices, 
and of Aſſes to carry Burthens, as there 1s 
of Liberal Spirits, and of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences. * And therefore it is but Natural 
for ſome men, who pretend to Phyſick, to 
purſue ny of no moment to Pra- 
tice, with all the eagerneſs any ewe 5 
they had much rather be trying ſome fine 
and pretty Experiments to gratifie the 
Eye, or the Fancy, and to be highly ad- 
mired by thoſe that are altogether Igno- 
rant in Nature, than ſpend any time or 
thoughts 1n the _loathed habitations of 
Poor Sick people ; where nevertheleſs, if 
they were Wiſe, they would gain berrer 
Experience,and more to their true purpoſe, 
than from the little Experiments they 
rook ſo much Delight in. Thus again 
others candedicate .v coief of their time, 
if not their whole time, to the Critical 
knowledge of the Figures and Deſeripti- 
ons of all ſorts of Plants in nature, and of 
Exoticks 


"H4rmaco Wi4 Antt- mPIrica. 
Exoticks eſpecially ; and theſe ſhall ride 
as many Miles to fee a New Unknown 
Plant, brooghe from the Indies, or elſe- 
where, as another man weuld to make a 
Good Purchaſe, or to gain a conſiderable 
- Sum of Money; whereas in the mean time 
they are but /z#t/e concerned about the 
Uſe and Application of our Domeſticks ; 
the Care of Djſeaſes by the admirable en- 
dowments of our Commonly K own Plants, 
they altogether deſpiſe, as a ſubjeCt too 
inferior for their I2qu;/itive temper.Others 
again do acquire a good hand at o—_ 
ons, and valve.themſelves only there- 
upon ; there's not a F;ſþ in the Sea, or a 
Bird in the Air, or even a contemptible 
Inſeft that moves upon the ground, but 
theſe Gentlemen make it their Chief buſi- 
neſs to obtain, and Compare all-the diffe- 
rent fabricks which Nature, has diſtingu- 
iſhed them by, -but in the mean time do 
overlook the Alterations of Diſeaſes in Hu- 
mane Bodies, as if they were inſignificant ; 
they had much rather be Curious Anato- 
miſts, than Expert Praficers. 

Now I cannot deny but ſuch men may 
make a conſiderable Figure in Phyſick, and 
may. perhaps be admired with greater 
height, than thoſe whobetter underſtand 
the Cure of Diſeaſes. For men are more 
apr 
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aptto gain eſteend in the World, by A4rti- 
fices, by Shew, and by Appearances, ther 
by Real worth. Wiſe men, the beſt 
judges of things, are much fewer 1n num- 
ber, thati the weak, and half-witted. A 
competent and reafonable knowledge, 
even in Curisſities and Niceties, may not 
be amiſs for any ; but a continual addifti- 
on to any fort of fubjets, which do little 
relate to Uſe, in a moſt U/eful and Pra- 


ical employment, whatever ſome may - 


think, does deſerve a real rt 
Where-ever a mans thoughts are intent 
and fixed, where-ever his Genius does 
Naturally incline, and all his aims and 
application do continually tend ; whi- 
ther it be to pertinefht or inſignificant 
matters, Wwhither'it be to Uſeful, or elſe 
meerly Curious things, if he has but zoler- 
able parts, and Education correſponding, 
he can hardly ever mifs, it is hardly pol 
ble he ſhould miſs, the becoming, Em:- 
ent, arid in great meaſure Perfef# (I 
mean Peyfe# according to the Modulim 
of Humane Capacity) in that one point. 
Dont we every day fee many a dull heavy 
creature, who has ozly Wzt to keep his 
Shop, and mind his buſineſs,. only his buſi- 
neſs, and his Nataral Inclination runs only 
that way he is pitch'd in, core to gain a 
| very 
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7 g00d Eſtate from nothing, in ſome 
ay or Trade, whilſt a manmore 
reflned and accompH{hed, a man of far more 
Senſe, and a more Liberal mind, who 
was by ſome accident Chained, or driven 
to a 7 rade he never fancied, takes no De- 
light in, this man can hardly keep things 
even,” and inftead of idvancins, rather 
declines in the World, until ſome Acci- 
dent or other at laſt, B/ovs him up, and 
he diſappears from the Station that 
he was very unfortunately placed 
in. 

EF ſhould be very glad, if one man's 
head were able to contain all that Kyow- 
tedge which. is ftored up with much lux- 
uriancy 1n a very large capacious Library. 
Some Ftads inked are much larger than 
others, in Capacity, as well as Bimenſi 
ons ; and Diligence, and Induſtry, vivaci- 
ty of Apprehexon, and ſtrength of. Me- 
mory, may fill one Head'much tuller than 
others ; but afterall, we muſt remember, 
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that che moſt Eminent and'Wiſeſt Philoſo-- 


phers,who might juſtly have been thought 
the meft K-owing of all. others, were not 
aſhamed to acknowledge,that they knew 
little, or Nothing in reality, Nothing, L 
ſay, not in compariſon with other men, 
but ih regard to the multiplicity of things 


themſelves, f 
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themſelves, or what might poſſibly come 
under the Sphear of our Imperfet# K now- 
ledge. Nay if we ſtate the Extens of 
Humane Knowledge upon the determina- 
tion of the moſt Celebrated Wiſe men in 
former ages, we ſhall at laſt find, that 
the Proportion of mans Knowledge of Na- 
ture to the infinite multiplicity of Natural 
ſubjeQs,, is not perhaps much grearer,than 
the Proportion of our Body to that of the 
Globe of the Earth. A man that can ſpeak 
and write great variety of Languages,ſhall 
ſometimes prove but a very indifferent 
Head-piece 1n things of ordinary Diſcrers- 
on. We know that ſometimes one and 
the fame Author will furniſh us with a 
whole Encyclopedia, and ſet himſelf forth 
as if he were skilled in every thing ima- 
inable in Nature. If he had as man 

yes as they ſay of Argws, and could read 
with every pair diſtintly, and alſo Di- 
geſt his Readings at the ſame time, he 
could hardly know more than. ſome 
Empty men will pretend. And yet we 
ſay, and truly enough, Aliquis in omnibus 
wi in ſingulis nullus, He that has a Smat- 
tering in every thing; is thought to be 
in Nothing. A few things well 
known, and to a mans proper purpoſe, 
are worth a great many more Superficially 


, 
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known, and extraneous to his real bufi= 
neſs. - © pnoud, ox 5 00" eidds angie 1 {aid 
Aſchylus>well. A man is wiſer in one 
Uſeful thing, than in a great many im- 
pertinent ;Or =_ Uſeleſs 

Now becauſe the Wo#1d 1s fo wide, and 
a mans XK orledge cannot be ſo dextrouſly 
and ſo efficacionſly applicable to all Infirmi- 
ties which 'attend Humane Nature, as it 
pe be mote- Particalarly to ſome, where- 
to his Genims may” Icline him, and his 
Fortune may have been-moſt A/itant, it 
may be obvious enough to demand, whi- 
ther I have any Particular Reaſon, ot Ex- 
periexce, tor the urging that obſolete, and 
unwelcome Cuſtom of the Epyprians, and 
other Ancients, who took one Diſeaſe for 
their /ole, or at leaſt more Particular Pro- 
vince? And1am not aſhamed to acknow- 
ledge, that I have taken ſome more than 
ordinary Pains 1, one Particular Diſeaſe, 
which is now grown more General and 
Epidemical, than it was in former times, 
and does more eſpecially afflict the moſt 
Uſeful, and Eminent men in all Profeſſions. 
Nor do I find that the time I have ſpent 
in ſearching more nicely than ordinary 
into the Nature and Cure of that Gribvous 
Diſeaſe, has at all ſpoiled my hand inthe 
treating of orher Diſtempers. For as there 
15 
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is2 Connexion Of Virtues, in the Founds- 
tion of Prudence, as the Schools do detes- 
. mine, and a man can't therefore be truly 
{aid to have attained the Habir of any one 
Single Virtue, unleſs he has Iikewile He- 
bituated himſelf to the Pradtice of af the 
reſt; ſo it may in ſome proportion be like- 
wile ſaid of the Care of Diſeaſes, that 
there is a Natural Connewios Of Curing 
Diſeaſes, in the Foundation of Method, and 
Prudent Management of Medicines ;, .and 
he that is not acquainted, as he {hould 
be, with the Univerſal Method of Phy- 
ſick, and is not .thereby Prepared to ob- 
viate all Accidents which may happen, and 
toanſwer variety of Ingdic«10x5, with pro- 
per and ſuitable Medicines, can never be 
zruly aid to Cure any one Diſeaſe, let his 
Remedies or Receipts be never fo choice 
and good. He may indeed happen to do 
what is the part of an Underſtanding 
Phyſician, though he be an Ignorant, or 
an Empirick, but thea it muſt be conſi- 
dered , that the Cure was an effeft of 
Chance, not this mans Skill; and that al- 
though the Chance did the hit right, yet 
it mutt be expected that it will much oft-

verſal affeQtion of the parts (for I have 
known in ſome, near every Joynr in their 
body - Senfibly afteted, even in the fir 
Fit, and not only a'Toe, or an Inftep) 1 
fay according to thoſe, or the like cir- 
cumftances, Univerſal Evacuations muſt 
be more often, or ſeldom adminiftred ;

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in Diſeaſes have thus as Natsraly been 
Indicated, as one Contrary has been 
another. Indeed a due order both of 
Ewvacuations and Alteratives, is the part of 
a. Good Phyſician, and if either Chymiſtry, 
or any fond whimſical Fancy does inſti- 
gate a man to be at defiance with Bleeding 
in general, or with Purgations either » 
wards or downwards, as if they. might 
altogether be ſpared, and other Remedies 
would do better without them, theſe 
men, let their pretences be never {o Chy- 
mica, ought as ſtritly to be Bariſbed 
from the Province of Phyſick, as a no- 
torious Traytor from a well-governed 
State. 

And now I have thus ſpoken to ſome 
of the moſt Material circumſtances re- 
lating both to the Cure of the Paroxiſm, 
and the ' future Prevention of it, it may 
not be amiſs to obviate one great Error, 
about the Cauſe of the Gout.

geſtion. So that the Stomach finding its 
deſtirute - of 'thoſe neceſſary helps 
which ir uſes to receive in order to- Regs- 
lar Contotion, can therefore do its work 
only by hs, and fo heaps up Crude and 
indigeſted humours in the body, which Na- 
tare finding at laſt to-grow very offenſive, 
and threatning to' attack the main Forts 
of Life, the /ital parts, does ift great 
kindneſs to them, throw theny off npont 
the Outrard.

Compound Remedies, as : well as Art, and 
as Diſeaſes. ave Complicated, the Mediciries 
muſt be ſo likewiſe. And therefore to 
decry all Compoſitions as Uuncceſſary to ule, 
ſeems to be rather a piece of Wit, or Gal- 
lantry ,- or Perverſene(s, or at leaſt a 
Miſtake, than foundedeither in Reaſon, or 
Experience. For the World does not feed 

Herbs, nor much like the drinking 
of Water; the Abftemious Philoſophers thar 
are {ſpoken of in Books, are now very rare 
to meet with ; Cookery 3s become no con- 
temptible Arr, and the days are gone and 
forgot, when Acorns was a Diſh of Dain- 
ties, 
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ies, when Mex and Pigs fed promiſcu- 
oully together, ; and lirele elſe belides an 
articulate, and inarticulate note did ſerve 
to diſtinguiſh the one from the other. -If 
the .World were as: goed as it ſhould be, 
o44p woe be little need of Phyſicians, 
or of either Simple, or Componnd Remedies. 
But becauſe am be contented to find 
It as.it. i, 'and not as we would have it, 
ind 1s got a little beholding to thoſe 
Excellent Phyſicians, who ſet their Wits 
to. work to frame admirable Campoſitions, 
which have effeQually ſerved to anſwer 
the Prolifick, and multifarious reſults of a 
General Luxury. ;

There are-a great many other juſtly 
celebrated Compoſitions, derived from An- 
tiquity. But it being the fate of all Re- 


medies, though never {o Good 1n them-. 


ſelves, to lole their Reputation 1n time, . 
and others of an Equal, perhaps leſs In-: 
trinſick 
hy, 
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trinſick worth, ſucceeding in their place, 
in order to pleaſe, and ſuit with that un- 
avoidable humour of all Ages, the Love 
of Novelty; their diſuſe, and negle&,mult 
not be ſuppoſed neceſſarily to infer the 
introduction of what is really better, but 
what is more agreeable to the preſent - 
humours and faxcies of men. At this 
time in France, even Venice Treacle, and 
Mithridate, are fo univerſally laid alide, 
that itis a rare and ſtrange thing to ſee (o 
much as a ſngleDoſe of them preſcribed by 
any of the French Phyſiciays. I remember 
whilſt I lived at Pars with Monſieur Leme- 
ry,one of the K;ngs Apothecaries,lcould not 
obſerve ſo much of thoſe Compoſitions dil- 
penſed in a whole twelve-month,as many of 
our Apothecaries commonly do in one day. 
They do withs one conſent efteem them 
too Hot for their Warm Tempers,and do put 
a far greater value upon a Cooling Glyſter, 
and a Cooling Purge of Caſſia, or T ama- 
rinds, than on thole, or any other kinds 
of Hot Medicaments. 

Nay the Bleſſed Fhera's that were 
thought do deſerve lo Santtified a Name 
for their excellent qualifications, are many 
of them now laid quite aſide, or rarely 
uſed, having given way, according to 
the courſe of things, to others whoſe,

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turn it was to ſucceed. Our Diſpenſa- 
rory has retamed only the Hrers Simplex 
Galeni, and cam Agarico, the Hrera Lo-

' Veneration to Antiquity, than Medicines 
now in uſe, Thoſe Hierd"s of Antiochws, 
Archigents, Trallianus, Ruffms, Fuſtws, 
Conſtantinus, &r. are 11 a manner de- 
voured by trme, ther Monuments berng 
only left in Antient Writings, and rather 
read privately, than publickly ufed.

It is now, and has 
been a longtime reckoned, in the ſame 
Cliſs of Purgatives with Rheubarb, where- 
as there 1s a. very conſiderable difference 
between them two in many reſpeQs; as 
much as between Mz/d and Corroſive, be+ 
tween a thing jultly Exce/exr, and juſtly 
Sufpitions, Nay Aloedaria or Aloeticks 1 
have known to prove worſe to ſome, than 
ever 
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ever I'could obſerve Scammoniates care- 
fully adminiftred (although in Authors 
they have had ſo bad a name) to any Con- 
ſtitutions. Indeed the Tintture of Hiera 
Picra, the Pilule Ruff, Elixir Proprie- 

tatis, &c. have oftentimes produced ex- 
cellent effeAs, in ſome bodies that can 
well enough endure the Hear and Corro- 
fron of Aloes, and perhaps Pouſon it ſelf 
ſo powerfully - Corretfed, might loſe or 
abate its nature, and become in ſome 
meaſure I»nocent.

D:- 
vers ſorts of Superſtition mentioned. All 
forts of them, why moſt carefully to be 
avoided. The Power of Imagination ; 
and the Diſeaſes cauſed by it, bow Cured. 
How Roots worn about the neck, have 
performed Cures ſometimes, and ſo how 
Bezoar, and the like, inwardly, have been 
efteemed Cordials of the firſt rank. That 
Conceits have their uſe iz Phylick, as 
well as Phyſical Remedies. 


T may not be amiſs to ſpeak —_— 
to the Phyſical, and other pretended, 
or 
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or accidental effects of Spills, Charadters, 
and Amuleti, For it cannot be deni 
but that many People,- and eſpecially the 


more weak and ſimple,have found ſtrange.) 


and, to their ſeeming, Miraculous Cures, 
from Yuch really Rrdicaulows Artifices, It 
would be endleſs ro name the Conreits, 
whereby Agues particularly have been 
removed, And the Myſtery m reality is 
this ; a bold, impudent, or elfe ſtrongly 
deluded perſon has got a Charm imparted 
to him with a great deal of Ceremony, and 
' with wongerful aſſurance of its Ifallible 
Power, at laſt whiſpered for a Secret 
that is in its ſelf worth both the Indves ; 
the man believes all that is told him, 
cracks it aloud immediately, and offers 
his affiſftance whereſoever he can find oc- 
caſfion; his motion is rejected by the 
wiſer ſort of Patients, who have too much 
Wit to try ſuch Kynacks, and too little 
Faith to believe them, but at laſt he meets 
with ſome weak harmleſs Soul, who 
hearkens to him with both ears, and whoſe 
heart leaps for Joy, that he has met with 
ſuch a Heavenly Door, who can Cure 
him without a Pezny charge, and with- 
out the trouble of taking Slops ; the Em- 
pirick offers his life to his Patzent, that he 
Will certainly Care him, and commonly 


uſes 
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uſes deſperate expreſſions to gain a full 
belief, ,the Sick man is-throughly ſatisfied 


in his [mination , makes trial of, the 


Charm, and finds immediate Succeſs, as 
he thinks from the Charm, but really and 
truly is beholding to the Srroze Deluſion 
of his own Imaginatioy, Upon this the 
Empirick 15 -more confident (if pothble) 
than before, - and another, and another 
Neighbour, all as wiſe as the firſt, do fall 
to trythe ſame Experiment, and, to the 
Homoar of the Charm, it has the lame ad- 
mirable effect in them all. And thus 
they ſhall go on a good: while, until at 
laſt-the . Fame of this Eaſi? Remedy flying 
farand near, a man of deeper /exſe and 
underſtanding, 1s over-perlwaded by his 
Friends to try this -Infallible Remedy, and 
he does it, but with ſuch a deſponding 
mind, and ſo many Doubts ariling: from 
the ordinary diftates of Reaſoz, that the 
Charm becomes ineffettual, the Agne con- 
tinues, andthe Empirich begins to be con- 
founded.

figure of a'maen ſitting with a Candle lighted 
in his hand, ina Chryſolite, and ſet 1n the 
pureſt' Gold, ſhould neceſlarily make'a 
man Rzch, in ſpight of hisreeth, whither 
he ſits till, works, or Plays away his time;

help and exconraze 4 man to make his 4d- 
dreſſes to his Prince with ſuch advantage 
and dexterity as may render him ſo high- 
ly acceptable, that he may obtiin mhat he 
aefires, And thus the Figure of a Lyon, 
an Eagle, or the like, may help to per- 
{wade ſome people, that upon an occa- 
ſion they ſhall prove as froms as a Lyor 
among Beaſts, ahd as fierce as an Eagle 
among Birds, 

It is very remarkable, that of the 
Moors, and other Mahometans, among 
whom Charms and\ Amulcts are as com- 
monly fold,as among us Empirical Elixir, 
Pills, Powders, Spirits, &c. whenever 
any of them are taken or do take Caprive, 
their Cy/tomz is to ſearch diligently about 
the wretch, whither he has not a Charm 
ſomewhere about him ; for whilſt he has 
his Ch:rm ſafe, he proves ſo ftubborn and 
refratory, that there's no poſſibility of 
Governins him, he'll be as Dogged and 
Surly as the Maſter himMf, and will al- 
moſt defie him to beat out iis Brains if he 
tan or dares; but find out once his Charm, 
and diſarm him of that Defexſrve Weapon, 
and his Strength and Couraye 15 gohtie, he 
proves as tame and gentle as a Lamb, and 
is as Humble as may be; you may then 
do what you will with him, his Heart js 
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changed, and he takes himſelf to be ano+ 
ther Man. 

Among the Germans there are many 
Pretenders who will undertake to make a 
man #zv1lnerable, although neither Ar- 
noldus de wilia nova, nor Paracelſus him- 
ſelf, could find out a Sz:ll that was able 
todoit. Paracelſus was fo great an aſler- 
tor of the power of Szils and Charadters, 
that he writ his Archidoxs Magica, on 
purpoſe to inſtruCt us in their uſe, at leaſt 
he illuſtrated the Are from Arnoldns. He

4307 
Cure an Epilepſie, rhough” of thirty years 
ſtanding ; another will ſerve for divers 
Diſeaſes of the Head and Brain, only worn 
about the neck; a third for Paſſes and 
Apoplexies ; others for the Stone ; for 
Impotency, a vety pleaſant deſcription ; 
for the Gout ; Convulſigns, Leproſies , 
Vertigo's ; and for Frattures of Bones ; 
nay and one to make a Horſe live 
thirty or forty years longer than or- 
dinary. He has Sigills allo * for e-*t.2, 
very , Conſtellation 0 the Zodiack, all 
whuch are to do wonders in a = many 
reſpets. He is not wanting by the ſame \ 
Art to Preſerve * Sheep, Oxen, Pigs, and * Lib. 3. 
all other Animals,from the caſualties they 
are ſubjeCt unto. 

Helmont alſo maintains, in verbis, her- 
bis, &/lapidibus eff magna virtus, that in 
Words, Herbs, and Stones, there is great 
(Phyſical) YVirrze; he joyns them toge- 
ther, as of an equa/ virtue, and puts words 
in the firſt place. Now as Words do prove 
Good Advice, I grant there is great virtue 
in them, but as they are a Dead Letter, 
as they are either I»ſgnificant 1n them- 
ſelves, or «unintelligible, or as they are 
confined to a Paper, or a Bag, it will be 
very hard to give us clear ſatisfaQtion, as 
to their Virewe; And therefore the Story 
X 2 of 
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of Cornelizs Agrippi's leaving a cettain 
Book open in his Study, and a Friend of 
his prevailing upon his Wife to get the 
Key of the Study inhis abſence, though 
ſtrictly torbid by Agrippas, and that the 
man's »eer Reading In a Conjuring Book, 
{ſhould raiſe the Devi/ to come and choak 
him, will bea Romazce to me, however 
Martinus del Rio ſets forth the relation. 
We ought to conſider, that heretofore the 
World was involved 1n a dark and diſmal 
ionoraxce, and then it was no ſtrange 
thing for a thouſand S:ratagems to amuſe 
Credulous people. Cunning K paves could 


- in thoſe days do a = many tricks, 


which would aſtoniſh the wv#/car, and 
even pucle _ men, but now the World 
is enlightned, thoſe Arts are all certainly 
vaniſhed, and nothing but Superſtition, a 
deluge of groſs Superſtition can revive 
them again. 

For although the World in general is 
as Naturally inclined to Superſtition, as 
to any one Vice that can be named, yet it 
is never like to over-whelm Europe as it 
has done; we have now greater advan- 
tages to diſcover double-dealing, than they 
had in former times, and it is now a very 
hard matter to contrive a Confederacy, 
which may avoid being diſcovered. Ls 
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- If the World did not love Superſtition, 
as much as their very Meat and Drink, {0 
many P/eudo-mancys as there are would 
never have prevailed upon the minds of 
men. Not only Negromancy has been an 
Art, but even Pyromancy, Hydromancy, 
Geomancy, Oneiromancy, Itthuomancy, nay 
Capnomancy , Alphitomancy , Belomancy , 
Axinomancy, &c. Predittions, and Prog- 
noſtications have been made from Fire, 
Water, Earth, Fiſhes, Dreams, nay from 
Smoke, Meal, Arrows, the 4x; from 
Birds, particularly Crows, from inſpeQion 
of the wertebre of a humane body, as 
well as from the Hazd, the Face, &c. 
There have heen Divinations by a Sieve, 
by the burning of Frankinſenſe, and laſtly 
from the Stars. I do not think there can 
be a thing {o Ridics/oxs in nature, let but 
Chance and Caſualty (a ſure way of judg- 
ing !) attend it, and men may reduce it 
into as Good an Art, as moſt, if not all 
thoſe above-named. Bur if men ever ex- 
pe&t to be- Happy in this World, accor- 
ding to the Capacity that they may injoy, 
Happineſs in, if they deſire to purſue their 
affairs vigorouſly, and withour perplexity ; 
if they would avoid an ating heart, and a 
deſponding mind; laſtly, if they would 
expec, or reaſonably hope for the Ble/ſing 
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of God to attend them, they*ought, and 
it is their Certaiz Duty, to avoid all kinds 
of Superſtition, with as much care, as 
they would the Greateſt Enemy they can 
propoſe. 

But again, if we will but confider the 
fad effects of a meer Imagination, when 
perverted, or ſtrongly agitated, how far 
It is capable of transforming the whole may, 
we ought in prudence to avoid as much as 
may be all occaſions which may contri- 

13.2. bif. bute to its perverſion. Marcellus Dona- 
md. mira- tus tells us of one who Imagined his bod 
bil. cap.1- to be grown ſo big, that it could not paſs 
through the door of his Chamber, with- 
out ſqueezing him to death ; and his Phy- 
ſician was no better a Politician, than to 
order him to be drawn through the door im- 
mediately, in order to convince him of his 
brain-fick Error; the man was drawn 
Frough the door by force, and complained 
of ſuch an inward cruſhing of his poor body 
at that time, that he was not able to /ar- 
vive it, ſoin earneſt he Dyed to convince 
them of zherr Folly. He that has to deal 
with a Melancholick Imagination, ſtrongly 
perverted, may as wel] think to per{ſwade 
them that they do not think at all, as that 
they are zot Sick thus and thus, when 
bace they are /o perſwaded, The Cure 
muſf 
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muſt be accommodated , and proport1- 
oned to the Caſe. If the Diſeaſe be meer- 
ly Inaginary and Falſe, the true Cure muſt 
be likewiſe Falſe and Imaginary. A Falſe 
Imagination may alſo create, by degrees, 
a Real Diſeaſe, as the Sickneſs it ſelf 
ſometimes, and in thoſe caſes, the Ima- 
gination as the Cauſe, ought to be firſt, 
and chiefly dealt with. Sometimes D:- 
verſion of the mind, ſhall Prevent a Di/- 
J's and at other timesa Compliance with, 
or good management of the Fancy, ſhall 
be able to perform a Cure.

It would be endleſs torecite the ſtrange

gination. This. may ſuffice to ſhew, 
what a power there is in meer Imagina- 
tion to the Caſing or Curing of divers Di/- 
eaſes. And therefore if Peony root or 
Seed worn only about the Neck has been 
a Specifick to one perſon in an Epilepſie,and 
not to azo:h:r, it 15 to be impated to the 
different operation of their »2ore or /eſs 
ſtrong Imaz ination.The ſame may be faid of 
[/iſcus quereinus and ungula Alcis in the like 
calc, or of the anzula wel Caluaria aſint, 
which Tralliznis fo much recommends 
tor a Pretious Secret that he learn'd in 
Spain. This may make a Nec#-/ace of the

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Virtwe fail of its force in one perſon, rather 
than in another in the ſame condition? a 
doſe of Bezoar has been 8 Wonderful Cor- 
dial in ſome, and yet wholly inſignificant 
in others. And lo the Lapis 2 God, and 
abundance of the like nature, brought 
from far, have gained great repute in one 
place, and loſt it as ſoon in others. As 
Natural Alkalis. they will be ſure to ab- 
ſorbe 4cid humours that are offenſive to 
the Vitals, and eſpecially ifadminiſtred in 
a good quantity, a drachm at 8 time; but 
whither they will prove Dzredly Coraiad, 
and not by accident, on that. account, 
muſt be teft to the Ever. 

And becauſe divers things of this na- 
ture have been known to do viſible, and 
undeniable good, at certain times, and 
on certain perſons, it would be very im- 
prudent and indiſcreet to deny them upon 
all occaſions, and moroſely to rell the very 
truth, where a perſon's Fancy is ſtrongly 
impregnated on their behalf. We ought 
ſometimes to do as we ca, when we can- 
ot, through mens Prejudices, do as we 
would. A depraved Fancy may have its 
Irregular Appetites, as Naturally as a de- 
praved Stomach, and will as much expe& 
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to be ſatisfied, in its own way. And there- «#1; tn- 


fore Philotimws did very perperly as well 74% 2 
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as cunningly conſider the caſe, when a 
Patient of his could not be perſwaded that 
he had his Head remaining upon his ſhoul- 7 
ders, but gave it oyer for loſt, by advi- 

—_ heavy Leaden Cap to be made for, 
and put upon his Head, the _ weight 
of which Cap ſoon convinced the Melan- 
cholick perſon, that he had a Headon ſtill. 
The Poyſon of a T arantuls is more pra- 
perly Cured with Muſick than Medicine. 
And in many caſes Dexterity and Artifice, 
Common Prudence and Diſcretion are 
much more requiſite, and prove more 
beneficial, than the beſt Remedies which 

can be Preſcribed.

How Pontzus his Man 
rook Aqua Fortis before the Phylicians 
at Oxford; and of the Mountebank ix 
Covent-Garden, his taking Arſenick. 
The conſequences of ſuch Impoſtures. How 
Pontzus his Man did waſh his hands in 
Scalding Lead. Two Stories ſewing 
the ridiculouſneſs of the common Divina- 
tions by Urine. How far, 4nd in what 
reſpeft the Inſpettion of Urines #5 to be 
allowed. A Statute of the Colledge con- 
cerning Urines. Linacer*s way of ſcof- . 
fing at the Urine-meſſengers. A Divi- 
zation by (melling at the Shoe, Of the 
Polonian Quacks knowing the Pox by 
three hairs of the head. Of the Prog- 
noſtication of Life 4»4 Death by ax 
Aſtrological Figure. The Concluſton. 
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is (inreality) the moſt excellent Art that 
is ; but by reaſon of the Ignorance of many 
that (pretend to) Pradtiſe it, and by rea- 
ſon of the rude, and falſe eſtimation which 
the common people do make concerning its 
Profeſſors, it is now (in ſome Countries) 
become one of the Vileſt of all others. Since 
Flippocrates his time, that Great Flippo- 
crates, Who by his admirable Skill, fore- 
ſaw a dangerous Peſti/ence like to fall up- 
on his Country, and therefore did in good 
time diſperſe his Scho/ars over Greece,with 
inſtructions how to oppole it with ſea- 
fonable Remeates, and for that remarkable 
Service, all Greece did conſent to beftow 
the fame Honours upon Him, as had been 
ny before to Hercyl-s, fince that time, 

ſay, the World has been peſtered with 
many different broods of Empiricks,which 
have made greater Deſolations of Man- 
kind, than ever the Plague could have 
done to Greece, They have been not only 
a ſhame and ſcandal to the Prof. ſion of Phy- 
fck, but even a —_— to Humane Rea- 
fon, that thoſe who are eſteem Rational 
in their nature, as they are Mex, ſhould 
nevertheleſs degenerate into a more than 
Brutiſh Stupidity, by not at all diſtinguiſh- 
ing between a True Phyſician, and a grolly 
Tonorant Quack, between the Real Pre- 
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ſervers of their Health, and their both 
Secret and Open Murdereys, No man can 
be Free of the moſt Servile Trade, but he 
muſt Serve an Apprenticeſhip for divers 
years, and yet there is not a Mechanick fo 
mean 10 ignorant, lo ſimple, or 10 good for 
nothing, but when Jdleneſs and Lazineſs 
have diſcnabled him from Living by his 
Trade, he ſhall in oze Minutes time, with- 
out any other Preparation for his New 
Calling, belides a Receipr, and a Stock of 
Impadence, let up for ſome Retailer tothe 
Art of Phyſick. His Extream Ionorance is 
his very beſt qualification, and that which 
{hall more Certainly recommend him to 
the peoples Favour, than if he underſtood 
Greek and Latin, than any Laborious and 
Neceſſary Education to Phyſick. For the 
more groſfly [znorant the man 1s, the better 
(they _ his Receipt muſt needs be ; 
having nothing elſe to recommend him 
beſides his meer Remedy, they will the 
leſs doubt the Intrinſick Goodneſs of 
that. 

Mountebanks in other Countries are de- 
ſpiſed as the very Dirt, they are nor only 
the Scam, but even the Scorn of the com- 
mon People, and though pothbly they 
may get Money enough abroad, and upon 
that account may be allowed to hold up 

their 
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theit heads, yet their very Profeſſion, be: 


ing eſteemed the moſt palpable Cheating 


and Lying, gives them a contempt, whic 

they can never afterwards ſurmount. Bur 
here in England the caſe 15 altered, many 
a A has not only fleeced the 
poor people of their ſmall Sums, which 
they moſt freely contribute for the plea- 
ſure of being thus deluded, but they have 
the peoples Hearts in kindneſs, and their 
Caps in reverence to them ; they ſhall 
Honour a pittiful. Mowntebank equally with 


a Phyſician, nay ſome are 1{o Sorriſh as to. 


give the Impoſtor even a precedeney of 

favour, | 
. Therefore that the World may know 
a little of theſe men, which they have 
not heard of perhaps before, I ſhall re- 
vive the Memory of our Famous Pontews; 
Famous not only for the Sums he pick*d 
up by this kind of Artifice, but for the 
Reputationand Honour which he gained 
to the Mountebanks baſe Trade, and who 
alone may be thought to have had more 
Real K powledge, as well as Cunning, than 
whole Shoals of our Modern Tribe, 1! 
ſhall deſcribe both the manner of his 
piving Rank Poyſons, and the Method of 
is Max's waſhing his hands in Scalting 
Lead, and leave you thereby to judge,

whither his Aztidote, which he recom- 
mended by the one Exploit, were in re- 
ality the better for it, and whither his 
Oyntment or Balſom , which he recom- 
mended by the other, were the more Ex- 
cellent againſt Burns, for what he ſhewed 
upon the Stage. 

Ir is known, that Poztew, the firſt 
Mountebank that ever appeared on a Stage 
in. E»gland, made a Challenge to the Phy- 
{lane at Oxford, to prepare for one of 

is Servants, the Rankeſt Poyſon that they 
could contrive, and he ſhould venture to 
take it before them all, publickly upon 
his Stage. The Phyſicians upon Conſul- 
zation agreed to give him a quantity of 
Aqua Fortis, as thinking that his Stomach 
muſt be a good one, whuch could refift fo 
Powerful a Corroſive, a Corroſive that could 
diſſolve all Metals beſides Gold, and could 
eat through an inch-board. Pontews his 
man takes it cleaverly oft,. to the amaze- 
ment of all Spedators, and to the un- 
ſpeakable praiſe of his Maſters thereby 
Popular Antidote. 

Now the My/tery of all was thus : Pan- 
te Prepares the Fellow, with forcing 
down no leſs than two or three pounds of
